REPORT MADE 


Expenditure of Money is 
Reprehensible.' 


Conduct of Wright the Same in 
an Extreme Degree. 


Cosper Whitewashed and Grant 
Peculiarly Censured. 


Nineteen "Findings of Fact” and 
Two Recommendations — Report 
Made Special Order for This 


Morning—Legisiative Matters.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] After many exasperating 
delays the report of the Special In- 
vestigating Committee was given to 
the Assembly at 5:20 o'clock tonight, 
the lower house having delayed ad- 
journment for nearly an hour in order 
to receive it. The full text of the re- 
port is as follows: 

SPECIAL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

Mr. Speaker: Your Special Committee 
on Investigation beg leave to report 
that on the 16th day of January, 1899, 
the Assembly duly passed the follow- 
ing resolution: 

By Mr. Johnson: 

Whereas, direct charges have been 
made that improper means have been 
used to influence the action of Hon. 
Howard E. Wright, a member of and 
Speaker of the Assembly, in the election 
of a United States Senator by the Leg- 
islature; and, whereas, it has been 
charged that some persons have used, 
and are using, illegal methods to in- 
fluence the action of members of the 
Assembly in the said election; and, 
whereas, it has been indirectly charged 
that members of the Assembly have 
been improperly influenced in. their 
votes for United States Senator; and, 
whereas, such charges have been 
given wide publicity, and should be in- 
yestigated to the end that if found 
to he true the guilty should be pun- 
ished, and if found to be untrue the 
originators thereof should be punished; 
now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, that a select committee of 
seven members of the Assembly be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker pro tem., to im- 
mediately and fully, thoroughly and 
carefully, investigate each and all of 
said charges, whether direct or indi- 
rect, and also to investigate in like 
manner the methods used to influence 
members of the Assembly in their votes 
for United States Senator, and that 
said committee have full power to send 
for persons, books, telegrams and pa- 
pers, and to employ a clerk and sten- 
ographer, and that it have leave to sit 
during the session of the Assembly, 
and that said committee report fully, 
as speedily as possible, with such rec- 
ommendations as it may deem proper. 

That immediately upon the adoption 
of the resolution, we entered upon our 
duties in that behalf, and have dili- 
gently prosecuted the inquiry to this 
time, holding our sittings daily and 
nightly. A great number of witnesses 
have been examined, and a wide range 
of inquiry has been instituted, enter- 
ing even into the domain of rumor and 
conjecture, that no hidden truth might 
escape us, 

We herewith report our findings: 

“First—That the Hon. Howard  E. 
Wright, Speaker of the Assembly of 
this, the thirty-third session of the 
Legislature of the State of California, 
received from Ulysses 8S. Grant, Jr., 
through his duly-accredited political 
manager, Milton J. Green, the sum ‘of 
$900 as a contribution to assist him to 
secure his election to this Assembly, 
which sum of money, as testified by 
said Wright, was expended by said 
Wright in advancing his nomination 
and election, prior to the primaries 
next preceding the general State elec- 
tion on November 8, 1898. 

“Second—That the said Wright also 
received from thé same sources, the 
further sum of $750 after his nomina- 
tion, and preceding his election, which 
sum was a loan to be repaid. 

“Third—That the said Wright, prior 
to his election as Speaker of this As- 
sembly, led John D. Spreckels and W. 
S. Leake, owner and manager, respec- 
tively, of the San Francisco Call, to 
believe that he was wholly unpledged 
and under no obligations relative to the 
election of United States Senator, and 
thereby secured to himself the support- 
ing influence of the San Francisco Call, 
in the furtherance of his candidacy for 
the Speakership. 

“Fourth—That the said Howard E. 
Wright secured to himself the influence 
ef Robert N. Bulla, and his friends, in 
aid of his election to the Speakership, 
by an expressed promise that, if 
elected, he would vote for Robert N. 
Bulla for United States Senator. 
“Fifth—That the said Howard E. 
Wright, by the acceptance of said con- 
tribution of $900 in aid of his election, 
and in the acceptance of said lIcan of 
said sum of $750 from Ulysses S. Grant, 
Jr., led the said Grant to believe that 
if the said Howard E: Wright were 
elected to the Assembly he would be 
friendly to the candidacy ofthe said 
Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., for United States 


Senator. 


“Sixth—That the said Howard 
Wright sought and obtained the in- 
fluence of Daniel M. Burns in aid of 
his candidacy for the Speakership in 


‘such manner as to lead said Daniel M. 


Burns to expect the vote of the said 
Howard FE. Wright after the said 


Daniel M. Burns had beconte a candi- 


date for United States Senator, by 
r¢ son of the obligations he (Wright) 
was under for such aid and influence. 


_“Seventh—That: in receiving said 


sums of money from the said Ulysses 8S. 
Grant, Jr., and in receiving such aid 
and assistance from the said Daniel M. 
Burns, there was no consideration given 
therefor by the said Howard E. “Wright 
by way of an expressed promisé to vote 
for either of said candidates for United 
States Senator. 

“Eighth—That the said Howard E. 
Wright applied to W. F. Herrin of the 
law department of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company for transporation mile- 
age tickets, instead of making applica- 
tion to the officers of the said com- 
pany, who usually sell such tickets, and 
that the said Howard E. Wright, on 
the receipt of the same, paid therefor 
the regulation price. 

“Ninth—That as to the charge that 
the said Howard E. Wright applied to 
the said W. F. Herrin for °1290, or any 
other sum of money, we were unable to 
obtain any evidence whatever in sup- 
port thereof. 

“Tenth—That Milton J. Green of San 
Francisco, was the duly appointed and 
accredited political manager of Ulysses 
S. Grant, Jr., of San Diego, a candidate 
before the Legislature for United Slates 
Senator. 

“Eleventh—That the said Milton J. 
Green had the full power to manage 
such candidacy in such manner and 
method as he might choose, and to ex- 
pend such moneys as he saw fit, in any 
sum, and in any manner, at any places, 
that he might deem proper, saving and 
excepting that such expenditures should 
be legitimate, and only for legitimate 
purposes, as testified by the said Mil- 
ton J. Green and Ulysses S. Grant, Jr. 

“Twelfth—That the said Milton J. 
Green. expended large sums of money, 
exceeding in amount $20,000, but the ex- 
act sum of which this committee has 
been unable to learn, for the reason 
that the said Milton J. Green refused 
to answer certain questions which were 
calculated to develop that fact, and for 
which refusal he now stands committed 
to appear before the bar of the Assem- 
bly to show cause why he should not be 
held for contempt. 

‘“Thirteenth—That on behalf of the 
said Ulysses S. Grant; Jr., the said Mil- 
ton J. Green sent various sums of 
money, ranging in amounts from $100 
to $500, into many of the legislative dis- 
tricts, for the purpose wf assisting in 
the election of a Republican Legisla- 
ture. In at least ten of such districts the 
Republican candidates therein had no 
knowledge of the money so expended 
in their behalf. 

“Fourteenth—That the said Milton J. 
Green, on behalf of the said Ulysses S. 
Grant, Jr., gave to Dan T. Cole the 
sum of $500, to be expended by the 
said Cole in aid of the candidacy of the 
said Ulysses S Grant, Jr., for United 
States Senator; that of the said sum 
of $500 the said Dan T. Cole expended 
$100 in traveling and hotel expenses for 
himself, and the -er®ning $400 the, 
said Cole gave to Assemblyman Jilson 
of the First Assembly District, which 
amount, as testified by the said Jilson, 
was expended in aid of the election of 
the Republican candidates for Gover- 
nor, Railroad Commissioner, Justice of 
the Supreme Court, member of Con- 
gress, and the State Senator in the 
Second District. But. that no part 
thereof was by the said Jilson expend- 
ed in aid of his own candidacy. 

“Fifteenth—That the said Milton. J. 
Green, for the purpose of aiding the 
candidacy of Ulysses 8S. Grant, Jr., for 
United States Senator, offered to As- 
semblyman Alden Anderson, represent- 
ing the Nineteenth Assembly District, 
the sum of $250, or thereabouts, to aid 
the said Anderson’s election; which 
tender was by the said Anderson re- 
jected. 

“Sixteenth—That in no case where 
the said Milton J. Green expended 
money in aid of the candidacy of the 
said Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., for United 
States Senator, so far as the evidence 
adduced shows, was a direct promise 
exacted from any legislative candi- 
date into whose district money was 
sent, that he, the said candidate, should 
vote for the said Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., 
for United States Senator. 

“Seventeenth—That the moneys so 
expended, as aforesaid, by the said 
Milton J. Green in aid of the candidacy 
of Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., were not 6x- 
pended through the medium of the 
State Central, or the various County 
Central committees to aid in the elec- 
tion of the general ticket, but were ex- 
pended by the said Milton J. Green in 
aid of the legislative ticket, except, the 
money expended by Asesmblyman Jil- 
son, as above set forth How- 
ever, the said Ulysses 8S. Grant, 
Jr.. did make a personal contribution 
of $450 to the County Central Commit- 
tee of San Diego county in aid of the 
general ticket. 

“Kighteenth—That the evidence does 
not reveal that Daniel M. Burns, Robert 
N. Bulla. W. H. L. Barnes, or any 
other candidate for United States Sen- 
ator. except as herein stated, has ex- 
pended any money, promised any pat- 
ronage,.or threatened to withhold any 
patronage under their control in aid of 
their candidacy. 

“Nineteenth—That A. H. Merrill, 
Assemblyman, representing the Thirty- 
sixth District, solicited Daniel M. 
Burns to use his influence to secure 
two railroad tickets from W. F. Her- 
rin. chief counsel of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, for the use of a friend 
who had assisted said Merrill in his 
candidacy for the Assembly. 

“That said Daniel M. Burns _ did 
purchase said tickets for the friend of 
said Assemblyman Merrill, and a few 
davs thereafter paid the said Herrin 
$132.50 for the same. 

“Tt is testified to by the said Merrill 
and the said Burns that the said tickets 
were purchased and paid for only as 
an act of charity and fraternal obliga- 
tion. 

“In the case of Assemblyman E. T. 
Cosper the testimony shows that 
Charles G. Lamberson, an attorney of 
Visalia, in talking with Milton § J. 
Green, suggested as others were mak- 
ing a money fight, perhaps he (Green) 
had better offer Cosper five or six 
thousand dollars. The testimony fur- 
ther shows that this intimation. was 
made wholly without the knoWledge or 
consent of said Cosper, and was flatly 
refused and rebuked by Green. The 
testimony further shows that said Cos-

Court-martial’s Findings 
in His Case, 


No Recommendation Made for 
Executive Clemency. 


President Will Let the General 
Go Without Dishonor. 


Will not Be Dismissed from the 
Army. but May Be Retired—Only 
Punishment a Reprimand—The 
Trial Took Little Time. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Upon the first ballot and 
without a dissenting vote, Gen. Charles 
Patrick Eagan was found guilty. of 
“conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman.” This comes from a source 
which is almost as trustworthy as if it 
came from a member of the court- 
martial. 

Having. found Gen. Eagan guilty 
upon the first charge, it followed as a 
matter of course that he was guilty of 
the second offense, which was charged 
in the indictment. 

The penalty for the first offense is 
fixed by law at dismissal from the 
army and the court has no discretion 
in the matter, but must make this 
recommendation. Eagan will not be 
dismissed, however. The finding of 
the court was pro forma, for the use 
of the language charged and admitted 
was sufficient to bring about this ver- 
dict. Upon the plea of excitement the 
court could not act. 

The President, as predicted in these 
dispatches, having power to modify 
and ameliorate the penalty, will let 
Gen. Eagan go with a reprimand. Pos- 
siblv he also will be placed on waiting 
orders and afterward retired. But he 
will leave the army when he leaves, 
with his full rank, with the usual pay 
of his grade, and without dishonor.

COURT’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Some of the Witnesses Believed the 
General Insane. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The case of 
Commissary-General Charles P. Eagan, 
charged with conduct tending to the 
prejudice of good order and military 
discipline, is now in the hands of the 
court-martial appointed to try him. To- 
day the taking of testimony was closed 
and arguments of counsel submitted. 
The trial lasted three days and con- 
sumed less than eight hours of actual 
sittings. A session behind closed doors 
of an hour or so sufficed for the court 
to reach a conclusion and embody it in 
its report. What the verdict will be 
is altogether a matter of speculation, 
and officially at least, will not be made 
public by the trial board, military reg- 
ulations requiring that its finding shall 
go through prescribed channels and be 
kept secret until action be had and 
promulgated by the proper reviewing 
authorities. 

The attendance at the court-martial 
was much larger today than at any 
other time since the trial began and 
among the spectators were a score or 
more of ladies. Several of them were 
friends of Gen. Eagan’'s daughter who 
was called at a witness, while others 
were attracted by curiosity. The tes- 
timony at the closing session of the

court was directed largely to establish- | 
ing the fact that the general had lost 
his mental balance as a result of the 
charges made against him by Gen. 
Miles. His daughter and her husband 
told of the general’s changed condition 
and intimated that they had great-fear 
that he might at any time. kill+his 
accuser. 

Mr. McKee, a life-long friend, stated 
that at the time he believed him act- 
ually insane. The facts in this con- 
nection were brought out strongly by 
Mr. Worthington, in his efforts to show 
that Gen. Eagan at tinies was wholly 
irresponsible. A dramatic incident of 
the trial today was the testimony of 
the general's daughter, in which she 
described her father’s appearance on 
the day he first read Gen. Miles’s 
statement. Standing in the door of his 
house with the newspaper containing 
the evidence in his hand, he had ex- 
claimed wildly: “I have been crucified 
by Gen. Miles.”’ 

Throughout the three days of the 
trial. the members of the court sat in 
their places and attentively listened 
to every word of the testimony. Only 
on one or two occasions did they ask 
the witnesses and questions and then 
an answer of yes or no sufficed. Where 
their sympathies were or what was 
passing in their minds was not dis- 
closed by even the slightest change of 
expression. 

Immediately upon the case being 
closed, the room was ordered cleared 
and the court went into executive ses- 
sion to deliberate upon their finding. 

The first withess before the Eagan 
court-martial today was David R. 
McKee this city, for many 
years the agent of the Associated 
Press. He had known Gen Eagan 
for almost forty-five years. They 
were intimate friends as boys and 
young men, and the friendship had 
never been interrupted, although they 
at times had not seen each other for 
long intervals. During the period be- 
tween the time Gen. Miles gave his 
testimony before the War Investigat- 
ing Commission and the day on which 
Gen. Eagan made his statement wit- 


ness saw him two or three times. He } 


seemed careworn and much preoccu- 


pied. 

“What impression did the language 
he used make upon you?” 

“TIT was shocked, grieved, 
and alarmed. Alarmed because it 
seemed to me,- from my long ac- 
auaintance with him, my knowledzee of 
his character, my knowledge that he 
was alWays courteous and scrupuloualy 
correct in his language, that he 
had lost his mind. My impression was 
one of absolute fear and belief that 
under some extraordinary strain he had 
become insane, his remarks were so 
utterly at variance with his usual lan- 
guage. In the forty-five years | have 
known him, I have never heard him 
use a coarse word or vulgar ep'thet.” 

“Did vou see Gen. Eagan after he 
had made this statement?’’ 

“What took place then?’ 

The prosecution offered no objection 
and the witness proceeded:.- 

“T expressed to Gen. Eagan my pro- 
found regret that he had given utter- 


astonished 


ance to,such language. I spoke to him 
in a reproachful manner for not speak- 
ing to me about the matter before he 
testified, -and giving mg the oppe- 
his state- 
ment. Gen. Eagan replied in  sub- 
stance that he wished he had felt at 
liberty to consult me. He felt that 
he was restrained from doing so, how- 
ever. on account of the friendly rela- 
tions existing between myself and Gen. 
Miles. and the latter’s family. Gen. 
Eagan said he felt it might impair our 
relations.” 

Maj. S. C: Miles, the recorder of the 
War Investigating Committee, was re- 
called, and in answer to inquiries said 
that so far as he knew the order of 
the President granting immunity to 
witnesses before that body had not 
been reduced to writing.

STEAMSHIP SUBSIDY BILL. 


Chances This Session are not Good, 
Important to Pacific Coast. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The steamship subsidy bill, 
which is considered by the administra- 
tion to be important to the develop- 
ment of foreign commerce in American 
ships, appears to have a not very ex- 
cellent chance for passage this ses- 
sion. 

Senator Hanna has charge of the bill 
in the Senate, and Representative 
Payne, leader of the Republicans in 
the House, has charge at that end of 
the Capitol.

ARMY BILL OPPOSITION. 

The opposition to the Army Reorgan'- 
zation Bill on the Republican side of 
the House has become so strong that 
today Chairman Hull, after Mr. Hen- 
derson of loWa. one of the floor lead- 
ers of the majority, had threatened to 
vote to recommit the bill, decided that 
it would be wise, in order to secure 
its passage, to abandon the idea of 
providing directly for a regular army 
of 100,000 men. He announced on the 
floor that the committee would offer 
amendments to reduce the number of 
enlisted men to about 60,000, but lodge 
in the President's discretion the au- 
thority to increase the army to a max- 
imum of 100,000. These amendments 
have been prepared. 

They provide that the President, in 


in the companies and sixty in the cav- 
alry troops. By the terms of the bill 
there are to be thirty infantry regi- 
ménis of ten companies each, with a 
strength of 145 men and twelve regi- 
ments of cavalry of ten troops each, 
with a strength of 107 men.

machinery which was being forged for 
a colonial system. Mr. Henderson, in 
the course of the debate today, de- 
clared his belief in the unwisdom of 
annexing the Philippines. Mr. Johnson 
said the vital mistake was made when 
the President instructed the peace 
commissioners to demand the cession 
of the Philippines. The whole debate 
today was spirited, and so intense was 
the struggle when the bill was taken 
up for amendment under the five-m:n- 
ute rule that the first section had not 
been completed when the House re- 
cessed at 5 o'clock.

CLOSING SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—SENATE.— 
Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, at the 


opening of today’s session of the Sen- 
ate. presented the resolutions adopted 
at a meeting of certain citizens of 
Philadelphia protesting against any ag- 
gressive action on the peesent govern- 
ment in the Philippines. Mr. Spooner 
of Wisconsin gave notice that he 
would, on Wednesday next, address the 
Senate on the various resolutions re- 
specting expansion, and Mr. Rawlins of 
Utah gave a like notice for ‘Thursday 
next. 

Mr. Mason of Illinois, asked unani- 
mous consent for a vote on his resolu- 
tion declaring it to be. the policy of the 

Inited States not to attempt to; goy- 

the people of any other natio¥® next 
Friday at 1 o'clock, and Mr. H , for 
a vote on his resolution declaring that 
the Filipinos ought to be free and in- 
dependent, but Mr. Carter of Montana 
obiected to both. 

‘Mr. Carter understood, he said, that 
the resolutions pending in the Senate 
on the expansion question had been 
presented as texts upon which Sena- 
tors would base remarks. He thought 
it proper that the several resolutions 
lie on the table until late in the ses- 
sion in order that all who desired might 
submit remarks upon them. 

Showing evidence of annoyance, Mr. 
Hoac said: “I desire to give notice 
that if we are not to have a vote on 
the question presented by this resolu- 
tion, a question which is immediate and 
practical. I will keep my resolution or 
that of the Senator from Illinois (Ma- 
son) before the Senate during every 
meeting hour until we obtain a vote 
upon them.” 

Mr. Carter said he viewed with regret 
“their citation’’ of Mr. Hoar. He 
thought it would be conceded that the 
pending resolutions presented no great 
or important questions to the American 
people or Congress, as they were at 
best expressions only of the Senate. 
He pointed out the more important 
business before the Senate and urged 
that the time of the Senate be not 
taken up with such matters. The fol- 
lowing resolution was offered by Mr. 
Sullivan of Mississippi, who asked that 
it lie on the table: 

“That the ratification of the pending 
treaty with Spain shall in no wise de- 
termine the policy to be pursued by 
the United States in regard to the 
Philippines, nor shalb it commit this 
government to a colonial policy; nor 
is it intended to embarrass the estab- 
lishment of a stable independent gov- 
ernment by the people of those islands 
whenever conditions’ made such pro- 
ceeding hopeful of success and desir- 
able results.”’ 

After some parliamentary sparring, 
Mr. Mason obtained the floor and 
spoke briefly in advocacy of a vote on 
his expansion resolution. He said that 
there were people in the Senate friendly 
to the pending treaty who desired to 
give the friends of his resolution an 
Papoose to express their views by 
their votes. 

‘Those who are friendly to my mo- 
said Mr. Mason, “have not been 
Gelaying the treaty. If the friends of 
the treaty think by refusing to afford 
us a chance to express ourselves and 
our opinions they will’ gain time and 


ter carefully. If I cannot get a vote 
on my resolution I shall consider my- 
self most unfairly treated. We have 
never delayed the treaty twenty-four 
hours. I am ready to vote on it now, 
but I am anxious to secure a vote 
first on my resolution.” 
MR. PLATT SPEAKS. 

After waiting for nearly an hour for 
@n; opportunity to speak, Mr. Platt of 
New York was recognized for his an- 
nounced speech bearing upon the sev- 
eral. expansion resolutions which had 
been introduced. He spoke in a clear 
and resonant voice. He was accorded 
the closest attention by his colleagues 
on both sides of the chamber and by a 
sorge audience in the galleries. He 


“There has never been absent from 
the floor of the Senate that class of 
intellect which has tound tn the Con- 
stitution its warrant for opposing new 
things. Nor is it new things only 
which are so resolutely opposed in the 
name of the fathers. It is the old 
things with new faces as well. Here 
we -have been for a whole century an- 
nexing territory, annexing with a club 
or with a caress, just as necessity de- 
manded, and yet Senators are discov- 
ering to one another the most acute 
distress over what they boldly describe 
as a ‘departure from the time-hon- 
ored traditions.’ 

“Mr. President, it was not the main 
purpose of the makers of the Consti- 
tution to point out a way, in accord- 
ance with which the problems of gov- 
ernment were to be solved. That pur- 


= 


in their own experience. Their main 
purpose was to devise a nlan of gov- 
ernment and not to ordain policies and 
where they seemed to be ordaining pol- 
icies, where they departed from the 
main work of establishing the bodies 
Which together form the government, 
and of distributing to each its par- 
ticular functions, they were doing pre- 
cisely what every other legislative as- 
sembly, before their time and subse- 
quently thereto, has had to dvo—they 
would satisfy popular prejudices and 
look forward to the daw when their 
work would be passed upon by minds 
less trained than their own in the con- 
sideration of great principles or less 
subjectthan theirs to temporary and le- 
gal prejudice. 

“I do not mean to suggest, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that such legislation as does oc- 
cur in the Constitution is anv less 
binding upon us because it was put 


there concession to the sentiment 


of the hour, but I do affirm without 
hesitation that the inferences which we 
draw now from such legislation limiting 
the power of the general government 
and tending to render our government 
less competent than other governments 
needs to be drawn carefully and needs 
to be considered in the light of the 
whole scheme of Federal authority. It 
is true that we are a government of 
limited powers, but the purpose of the 
limitation was simply to reserve to 
the neopnle of the States such ample 
power as would enable them to deter- 
mine their own affairs in their own 
Way—such affairs, I mean, as ‘vere 
not also the affairs of the neople of 
other States, and it was not the pur- 
pose of such limitation to hinder the 
Federal government in providing as 
might seem best and wisest, for the 
general welfare of the whole country. 

“It is surprising, Mr. President, how 
often it has been necessary to make this 
argument and to call attention to these 
distinctions, and yet I suppose the dis- 
tinction is a natural one to make. The 
phrase ‘A government of limited 
powers’ means a government empow- 
ered to do whatever each man wants 
done, but forbidden to do whatever 
each man opposes. That thought must 
have occurred, it seems to me, to 
every Senator who heard the proposi- 
tion advanced here that we had the 
right under the Constitution to annex 
the territory for the purpose of putting 
up guns to kill people with, but lacked 
right of annexing it for the purpose of 
putting up schoolhouses and doing 
things that contribute to the happiness 
and prosperity of the people concerned. 

“The disorder now existing in the 
Philippine Islands, to which Senators 
who are opposing the treaty may well 
afford to consider how far they are 
contributing, the unwillingness of the 
armed natives to accept American au- 
thority, does not constitute in any way 
the slightest ground on which to base 
a vote against the Paris agreement. 
On the.contrary, it affords a new rea- 
son why our action should be the more 
prompt and unanimous. 

“Mr. President, I don’t know, and I 
don't think any one else can know. 
just what ought to be done with the 
Philippine Islands beyond this—that we 
ought, as instantly as _ possible, to 
complete the withdrawal of their sov- 
ereignty from the kingdom of Spain, 
and we ought ourselves to assume its 
obligations, and prudently to discharge 
them until we have had full oppor- 
tunity in our own councils to determine 
their best disposition. 

“This is all that the treaty of Paris 
proposes or imposes. It is all that the 
administration has at any time sug- 
gested. It is no more than a safe anda 
conservative policy advises. It is no 
less than our public obligations require. 
It is a plain, clear, positive duty. It is 
one of those duties that are not to be 
got rid of by evasion nor even by de- 
nial. It would remain after you had 
rejected the treaty. It lies in the na- 
ture of the. situation. Your army, 
your navy and your flag are at Manila. 
You can add to their dangers if you 
willk But duty abides and the 
wi of the natf®n must be done.”

Mr. Hoar intimated that the expan- 
sionist press was being employed to 
the same end.

There 
wos nothing in this country to eal) for 
a standing army of 190,000 men. The 
people were peaceful and there was ab- 
solutely nothing in the United States 
to draw the fire of the guns of any 
otger country on the globe. 

Nr. Henderson spoke of the demon- 
etration of the “‘kickers” 
country and the House had witnessed.

The number of enlisted men in the bill, 
he said, was based, not upon the per- 
scnal views of the members of the com- 
mittee, but the authoritative expres- 
sion of those who were on the ground. 

The committee believed the maximum 
should be placed at 100,000, but were 
willing to agree, in view of the opposi- 
tion, that absolute provision should be 
made for only 50,000, giving the Pres- 
ident the’ discretion to increase the 
arniy up to 190,000. In his hands should 
be placed the power to maintain the 
sovereignty of the United States where- 
ever our flag had been carried until 
Congress should finally determine what 
should be done. 

This ended the general debate, and 
the bill was read for amendment under 
the five-minute rule. 

Speaking to a pro forma amendment, 
Mr. Shafroth of Colorado argued that 
there could be no justification for au- 
thorizing a large permanent increase 
of the army for what was admitted as 
a certainty, so far as Cuba was con- 
cerned, to be a temporary condition. 

The first vote was taken on the com- 
mittee amendment to increase the 
number of chaplains from thirty to 
forty, and it was carried—68 to 38. 

Mr. Hay (Dem.,) of Virginia offered 
the following amendment: 

“Provided, that the increase of the 
regular army beyond what it was be- 
fore the war with Spain shall only be 
used in Porto’ Rico, Cuba, the Philip- 
pines, the Hawaiian Islands and the 
Ladrones, and provided further, that 
said increase, both officers and men, 
shall be mustered out of the service 
within two years, or sooner, if the 
exigencies permit.’’ 

Mr. Hay’s amendment was voted 

down—92 to 77. ; 
. Mr. McClellan (Dem.,) of New York 
offered an amendment to strike 
cut the adjutant-general’s and inspec- 
tor-general’s departments, and create a 
general staff. He said if this amend- 
ment prevailed, it would give the army 
a modern flexible general staff. 

The amendment was lost without di- 
vision. 

Mr. Lacey moved to strike out the 
provision for a lieutenant-general, and 
after a short debate the motion pre- 
vailed. 

Mr. explained. in answer to 
questions, that the reduction he would 
propose to the bill would come from the 
enlisted force by a reduction in the size 
of the companies. If the President 
should deem it proper to swell the 
army to the maximum 100,000, the size 
of the companies would be increased. 
Very few additional officers would be 
required. 

Mr. Johnson (Rep.) of Indiana got 
the floor and repeated something of the 
sensation he created on Wednesday. 
When this bill was brought into the 
House, said he, the proposition to 
quadruple the size of the standing 
army was so monstrous that there was 
general dissent on the Republican side 
of the House. The chairman of the 
committee had been as lacking in 
frankness as the administration had 
been with reference to its Fhilippine 
policy. Now it was proposed to take 
this monstrosity and cut it down so 
as to provide in general for an army of 
50,000, as a sort of sliding scale up to 
100,000, upon which the President could 
exercise his ‘well-known powers of 
elasticity.”” He declared that the bill 
would cost the treasury $100,000,000 a 
year, and he warned the Republicans 
they would nct dare to go to their con- 
stituents on the record. 

Mr. Hull contended that the larger 
the army the less cost per man. 

Mr. Cannon scored Mr. Johnson, who 
would be a great man, he said, if his 
judgment equaled his ability. He did 
not believe any one could be found 
who would have wanted the army or 
navy to depart from the Philippines 
up to this time. ° 

“You are mistaken,” cried a _ voice 


‘from the Democratic side. 


“Where is he?’ asked Mr. Cannon, 
looking around. He paused. 

Mr. Handy (Dem.) of Delaware arose. 
Every one laughed. 

“Is there another?’’ shouted Mr. Can- 
non. “We will have an experience 
meeting.” 

Mr. Todd (Fusion) of Michigan arose 
amid another outburst of laughter, 
but he was the last. 

Mr. Hay said that the bill created 
3000 officers, 1500 more than its author 
would admit.-7 

Mr. J gon, replying ta Mr. Cannon, 
said that the original wrong was com- 
mitted when the President sent his 
cc-nmissioners to Paris to demand the 
cession of the Philippines. But now, 
he said, withdraw the menace which in- 
spired the people of the islands with 
well grounded fear that we were deter- 
mined to take away their liberties. 
The only danger of trouble was that the 
m'sguided judgment of the. President 
would provoke those people to a just 
resentment. Now was the time to fight 
this whole proposition, to expose it and 
agitate it and not wait until the ma- 
chinery for a colonial policy was forged. 
If it succeeded, we would repent in 
sackcloth and.ashes. 


PHILIPPINES NOT CONSIDERED. 


Cabinet Meeting Devoted to Minor 
Administrative Details. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Cabi- 
net meeting today, while. lasting al- 
most two hours, was almost uneventful 
and practically no attention was paid 
to the Philippine question. There was 
no official advices presented from 
either the Philippine Islands or Samoa, 
although Secretary Long announced the 
early departure of the Philadelphia 

from San Diego direct to Samoa. 

Two Cabinet officers, after the meet- 
ing, when asked regarding the  Philip- 
pines, said that at no time in the Cabi-

TALKED PEACE TREATY. 


Senate Considered it Three Hours in 
Execative Session. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Senate~ 
continued the consideration - of the 
peace treaty in executive session to- 
day, the doors being closed for almost 
three hours. Senator Frye, a member 
of the Paris Peace Cor:mission, held 
the attention of the Senate during the 
greater part of this time. Construct- 
ively he occupied the floor during the 
entire session, but he was frequently 
interrupted by other Senators. Most 
of these interruptions came in the way 
of questions, but some of them took 
the form of speeches. This was no- 
tably the case with Senator Berry's in- 
terruptions. He spoke for some time 
and in doing so denounced the treaty 
in severe terms. Senators Mason and 
Caffery asked many questions. 

Senator Frye was asked if the Presi- 
dent had not originally instructed the 
commission to only insist upon secur- 
ing a coaling station in the Philippine 
group. To this, Mr. Frye replied that 
he did not feel at liberty to give his in- 
terpretation of the President's ipstruc- 
tions, but it was not necessary that 
he should do so, as the President, he 
said, had determined to comply, par- 
tially at least, with the Senate's re- 
quest for the documents on file bear- 
ing on the negotiations of the treaty 
and Mr. Frye said he felt justified in 
assuring the Senate that the papers 
be received not later than Mon- 

ay. 

Mr. Frye was asked why the Philip- 
pine Islands were not placed in the 
same class as Cuba and replied that the 
difference was made because in the 
cage of Cuba, the commission was act- 
ing under instructions from Congress. 
He was reminded that the Filipinos 
professed to be fighting for freedom 
just as the Cubans were and that they 
were still contending for their own 
independence. 

One Senator reminded him of the 
representations of Agoncillo, Agui- 
naldo’s agent, and asked him if he 
meant to force the Philippine people 
to actual hostilities, to which Mr. Frye 
retorted that it was the opposition 
which was forcing a continuance of the 
state of war and which would be re- 
sponsible for hostilities if they should 
occur. ,As for himself, however. he 
did not know the Filipinos in the trans- 
action. The treaty should have been 
ratified ten days ago, and if it had 
been all danger of war with the people 
of the Philippines would have been 
averted. 

Senator Mason put the question 
whether the commissioners. did not 
know when they made the treaty, and 
whether they did not know. now, that 
the natives of those tslands were then, 
as now, demanding their independence. 

In response, Mr. Frye repeated that 
the commission had dealt with Spain 
regardig the Philippines as «ubjijects 
of that country. Spain had lost by con- 
flict of war, and hence the United 
States had a perfect right, according 
to the law of nations, to acquire any 
part of her possessions or people in ad- 
justing the balance after the war was 
over. 

Senator Berry, in his speech, declared 
that the acquisition of the islands was 
merely a speculative scheme, contain- 
ing more of the element of land grab- 


bing ‘than of patriotism or philan- 
thropy. 


LUDLOW’S AFFIDAVIT. 


Answer to Miles’s Statements Before 
Investigating Committee. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—There 
were no witnesses before the War In- 
vestigating Commission today, but the 
commission received and gave out an 
affidavit from Gen. Ludlow, now mili- 
tary Governor of Havana, which the 
general had forwarded in lieu of per- 
sonally appearing in Washington. The 
typewrittn affidavit was principally in 
answer to the statements of Gen. Miles 
before the commission, in reference to 
the lack of preparation made ‘by the 
engineer corps: of which he (Gen. Lud- 
low) had been the chief officer in the 
field. Concerning Gen. Miles’s instruc- 
tions, Gen. Ludlow says: 

“I was merely ordered in writing to 
proceed to Tampa and accompany Gen.

Gen. Ludlow explained that on ar- 
riving at Tampa he found Gen. Shafter 
had turned over the whole matter of 
transportation and disembarkation to 
Col. Humphreys of the quartermaster’s 
department, and Gen. Ludlow ther>- 
upon confined himself to studying the 
problems of defense and roads around 
Santiago.

He 
also tried to get steam launches to aid 
in the landing, but it was impossible, 
and he figured that with the ass'stance 
of the navy’s boats a‘l the force could 
be landed in one day. 

Gen. Ludlow says that the Santiago 
expedition was not an engineering cam- 
paign, but a race between the physi- 


cal endurance of the army and the 
Cuban malaria. and that if the “army 
had stopped to build railroads and 


bridges. it would have been on its 


back before the surrender instead of 
after.”’

per is wholly exonerated from the in- 
timation of ,improper influences, 

‘That in view of the above findings 
of fact, your committee recommends: 

“First—That the conduct of Howard 
E. Wright, speaker of the Assembly, 
as above set forth, be held to be repre- 
hensible in an extreme degree, and that 
no more censure on the part of the 
Assembly can meet the requirements of 
justice. 

“Without recommending what shall be 
done in the premises, whether deposi- 
tion from the speakership, or other 
adequate punishment, we leave the 
coursé to be pursued to the judgment 
of the Assembly. 

“Secon*—That ithe expenditure of 
large sims of money in aid of the can- 
d@idacr cf a United States Senator in the 
raanner above set fourth, is wrong and 
reprehensible: in that it is calculated 
to corrupt morals, to debauch the 
political system; to deter poor men of 
ability from entering upon a Sena- 
torial campaign, and to give to the rich 
an unwarranted and unjustifiable ad- 
vantage over men of equal ability and 
aualifications, but of limited means. 

“That the receiving of money by ieg- 
islative candidates from probable Sen- 
atorial candidates, either directly or 
indirectly, in aid of their own candi- 
dacy is reprehensible for the same rea- 
sons.

IMPRESSED THE MEMBERS. 

The reading of the report was lis- 
tened to in silence by the members, 
who were evidently impressed by its 
importance in a way that forbade much 
outward showing of feeling. There 
were sarcastic smiles on the faces of 
some of the members at the close of 
the reading, for they detected a false 
note in the findings against Grant. As 
the clerk finished the last sentence, 
Grove L. Johnson moved that con- 
sideration of it be made a special order 
for tomorrow morning at 11 o'clock, 
and that it-be printed in the journal. 
His motion was seconded by Works of 
San Diego, a Grant supporter, and the 
House adjourned. 

BUT ONE SENTIMENT. 

In the Grant camp there was but one 
sentiment, which was expressed by 
James Brown, one of Grant’s managers, 
who said the references to Grant in 
connection with the expenditure of 
money were cowardly. There was no 
evidence that money had been used il- 
legitimately, and the committee in fact 
declared that Mr. Grant stipulated that 
the money should be only spent legiti- 
mately; that in at least ten districts 
where money was spent in behalf of 
Republican legislative tickets the can- 
didates themselves knew nothing of it 
and that in no case anywhere was a 
direct promise exacted that a candidate 
should vote for Grant. “In other 
words,” said Brown, “the committee 
has decided that it is reprehensible to 
spend money legitimately.”’ 

He crflicised the language of the re- 
port in its second conclusion on the 
ground that the committee worried 
about “debauching”’” oof the _ po- 
litical system, but did not express any 
fears as to the “‘debauching”’ of legis- 
lators. Also that the committee omitted 
to see anything wrong in corporations 
using their money to help elect poor 
men to office, though it objected to a 
rich man using his money to help him- 
self. 

Mr. Brown declared that there was 
absolutely nothing to show any wrong- 
doing on the part of Grant, or, as far 
as that is concerned, of his managers. 
He criticised the findings of the com- 
mittee against Wright, and said the 
chief discovery it made was in the line 
of Wright being a political harlot, seek- 
ing help in all camps, and pledging 
himself only to one candidare, Bulla, 
which pledge Wright broke. Brown 
said that not only would there be no 
break in the Grant forces, but he he- 
lieved that at least two members of 
the committee who as:3isted to make 
this report will yet he found voting 
for Grant. 

BULLA’S FORCES ANGRY. 

The Bulla forces are highly indignant 
at the pretty plain report, where the 
committee finds that Wright was under 
pledge to vote for Bulla. Melick in- 
sists that there was nothing in the 
evidence to show anything of the kind, 
but that Lardner insisted upon it. and 
the committee let it go in. Others out- 
side of the Bulla camp are laughing, for 
they say the fine Italian hand of Gen. 
Barnes appears here, as it has in 
connection with the statement that 
Barnes spent no money and made no 
promises. 

COSPER’S WHITEWASHING. 

The whitewashing of Chairman Cos- 
per was effected at the eleventh hour, 
and the last witness, Charles G. Lam- 
berson, was secured with difficulty. 
When the committee met today Tom 
Nosler, an old-time lobbyist, was put 
on the stand, but the comnnittee ex- 
tracted no information from him in 
regard to Lamberson’s alleged negotia- 
tions on Cosper’s behalf. Nosler kept 
the committee laughing by his odd ans- 
wers, one of which was that he had 
borrowed money from Green as he had 
from others, for he had been living on 
borrowed money for a long time. 

Word was brought that Lamberson 
had drrived in. the city, but had gone 
to lunch, so the sub-committee was sent: 
to take Green’s deposition in regard to 
the Cosper affair, while the rest of the 
committee, after deciding to report 
Dale and his physician’s certificate. to 
the House, went to lunch to give Lam- 
berson time to appear. 

GREEN’S DEPOSITION. 
On reassembling, about 2 o’clock, the

“Was it youlr inference that Cosper 
had authorized Lamberson to speak to 
you?’’ was asked. 

“Well, from other circumstances that 
had been brought to my attention, I 
did not believe that he had. I told him 
to present my compliments to Mr. Cos- 
per and say that we were not buying 
any votes and I did not believe the 
story. 

“I saw Mr. Cosper afterwards; I 
never mentioned the story to him, that 
is, until after this investigation com- 
menced, and then he told me at the 
State Capitol that he heard the story 
from some other source and that Lam- 


berson was in no way authorized to 
represent him, the story was untrue, 
and that Mr. Lamberson was never au- 
thorized to represent him in any way.” 

The question was asked: “Did you 
send Lamberson Grant's. money be- 
fore this or during the progress of 
Grant's campaign?’ 

Mr. Green answered: ‘Well, gentle- 
men, 1 am going to stand on that as 
I am on similar questions.” 

“That is, that you refuse to answer?” 
was asked. 

“I decline to answer, as I have noth- 
ing whatever to do with Mr. Cosper 
at all, or Mr. Grant.” 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
the report, a resolution was offered 
by Lardner that the report of the sub- 
committee be accepted and adopted 
dis- 
charged. This motion was adopted, 
Chairman Cosper not voting, and the 
committee, after a brief executive ses- 
sion, put Lamberson on the stand, he 
having appeared in the mean time. 

LAMBERSON’S TESTIMONY. 

Lamberson was rather inclined to re- 
sent some of the committee's questions, 
and on the other hand he skated on 
thin ice in some of his replies where 
he tried to be jocular. The committee 
yanked him up for not appearing when 
subpoenaed, and he declared that he 
considered a lawstit in’ the Visalia 
court. of which he is an officer, = of 
more importance than testifying before 
a committee engaged in chasing down 
what they knew to be rumors. The 
committee fastened on him the fact 
that he had asked Green, in what he 
called a joking way, if Grant was not 
making a money fight for the Sena- 
torship, adding that if Green could 
give $5000 or $6000, Cosper might see 
his way clear to vote for Grant. Green 
retorted that he wouldn't give Cosper 
or any other man, 6 cents. 

He (Lamberson) had put his own 
money into two legislative districts and 
one Senatorial district in Tulare county, 
and subsequently stating to Green that 
he ought to be reimbursed, Green had 
given him $135, which was $1 more than 
he expended. As he had no change at 
the time he kept the odd dollar. He 
had talked with some of Burns’s people 
and they had threatened that any legis- 
lator not voting for Burns would: get 
no patronage, and none of his bills 
would go through. 

Lamberson exonerated both Cosper 
and Green from any connection with 
the alleged $6000. offer for Cosper’s vote, 
This closed the taking of testimony, 
and the clerk was instructed to get M. 
H. de Young's certificate of illness to 
put in the records. The report in re- 
gard to Dale will go to the House to- 
morrow. 

The failure of the committee to refer 
to the story of the $3000 offer § for 


| Dale’s vote and the failure to note the 


absence of “Sad-eyed’’ Jim Kelly is 
variously regarded, but the committee 
probably couldn’t agree on what ac- 
tion to take on, these points. . 
Another point which was not touched 
on by the committee was Mead’s 
statement that he had knowledge that 
money was used in James Meredith’s 
district in Los Angeles county by 
James V. Kelly. Meredith demanded 
tonight to know why the committee 
had not made an investigation, if such 
charges were put forth by Mead, say- 
ing that he had been here all the time, 
and was willing to testify. It was ex- 
plained that Mead had not presented 
his allegations to the committee in 
the form in which the committee could 
take cognizance of them, but had stated 
them to Burnett, a member of the 
committee, and had said he would press 
them if the committee and investiga- 
tion should proceed on certain lines, 
This line was not followed, hence 
Mead’s questions remain unanswered, 
COSPER’S VIEWS. 
Chairman Cosper said tonight that 
the report embodies views of the mem- 
bers in general, though he thought the 
report too strong as to Wright, while 
the other members had wished to 
make it stronger. He would not 


say 
whether or not he would vote for a 
resolution to depose Wright from the 


speakership, but that ‘some members 
of the committee might do so on po- 
litical lines. . 

There is reason to believe that after 
the members of the committee had 
presented in writing the points which 
they thought should he included in the 
report, Cosper dictated the weport to 
the clerk much as it finally appears, 
treating it as he would a brief in a 
lawsuit. The revort has been delayed 
at least one day in order that Lam- 
berson might give his testimony to 
exonerate Cosper, and the latter is 
much relieved tonight, white Wright is 
correspondingly depressed, 

| MR. GREEN ILL. 

La Baree, who is one of the sub- 
committee that caHed on ‘Green, is a- 
doctor. He says Green is really ill. 
H& has conceived a liking’ for Grant's 


manager since the ffank way in which 


the latter exonerated him froin all 
knowledge of any expenditure of 
money in his district. Committeeman 
Lardner declined to say whether or 
not he would vote for a resolution to 
depose Wright, but Burnett, one of the 
minority members, and who has been 
energetic in getting at the facts as 
nearly as possible, told the Times cor- 
respondent, “I am free to confess that 
for my own part I am ready to vote 
for removing Wright from the Speak- 
ership. If our young men who are 
growing up and entering politics have 
an idea that they can accept a large 
sum of money in connection with the 
campaign, the sooner the practice is 
shown up as absolutely reprehensible, 
the better.” 

COMPOSITE REPORT. 
Speaking of the report, Burnett said: 
“It is a composite report. You can’t 

expect six men to agree absolutely on 
such propositio What discussion 
there was over cdnclusions there was 
no dispute as tolquestions of fact. 
There were some} who favored more 
extreme language \than was used, but 
everybody yielded Bomething.”’ 
OPINIONS VARY. 


Opinions as to the report differ 
greatly, but the fact that no illegiti- 
mate transaction is charged against 
Grant or Green takes the edge off the 
reflections of the committee as to the 
use of money. The Burns camp is the 
onemost affected, in view of the attack 
on Wright, and as it is not believed 
that Burns will let Wright suffer, 
speculation is rife as to what course 
his people will pursue in the House 
tomorrow. 

It is believed that they will endeavor 
to effect an understanding with the 
Grant people, whereby they will vote 
against the committee's conclusions in 
regard to Grant's expenditures of 
money if the Grantites will assist to 
defeat a portion of the report relating 
to Wright. In other words, the report 
may be pretty well mangled before it 
is done with, though the Grant people 
may pursue a policy of masterly inac- 
tivity and let the other side do the 
fighting. It is possible that the usual 
Saturday exodus from the State capital 
may prevent the report being dis- 
posed of tomorrow. 

CAUSED CONSTERNATION. 

The showing made by the committee 
report that in Wright, before he 
changed to Burns, the Bulla people had 
the only pledged Legislator, has caused 
consternation in the Bulla camp, and 
tonight explanations are being made 
that it was a mistake, and Lardner, 
who is a Barnes man, is being blamed 
for it. The Bulla people will endeavor 
to amend the report in the House in 
this respect tomorrow, but the fact 
that the report will be printed in the 
Journal and in the newspapers makes 
this effort ridiculous and willtend to 
still further injure them in the eyes of 
the public. The inference is being 
drawn that the Los Angeles delega- 
tion’s votes were traded off to Wright 
for Speaker in return for Wright's 
vote for Bulla for Senator, but after the 
delegation was committed to Wright 
the latter refused to fulfill his prom- 
ise by voting for Bulla for more than 
one or two ballots. 

What the Bulla people most object 
to is this reference to the Speakership. 
There seems little disposition to ques- 
tion the statement that Wright ex- 
pressed a promise to vote for Bulla.’

WHOLE DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
Special | Committee Report — No 
Change—Bills Passed. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 27.—Late this 
afternoon, the special committee ap- 
pointed to look into legislative scandals 
growing out of the Senatorial fight, 
filed its report. Before it did so, how- 
ever, it held several open and executive 
sessions. 

Immediately after the vote for United 
States Senator was taken, the commit- 
tee met to hear evidence. A certificate 
from the attending physician «was filed 
setting forth that Assemblyman Dale is 
too ill to appear before the committee. 
The circuenstances will be reported to 
the Assembly tomorrow morning. 


THOMAS NOSLER TESTIFIES. 


Thomas Nosler was given an oppor- 
tunity to testify. He stated that he 
never told any story connecting Assem- 
blyman Cosper with a bribe of $6000, 
said to have been offered by Dan M. 
Burns, nor had he been with Lamber- 
son of Visalia to Milton J. Green to so- 
licit $6000 in Assemblyman Cosper’s be- 
half. Last sumener witness had bor- 
rowed $200 from Milton J. Green, but 
had not worked for Grant during the 
campaign on account of the loan; in 
fact he was not aware that it was 
Grant’s money. 


CALLED UPON GREEN. 


The committee, after Nosler had tes- 
tified, took a recess until 1:30 to give a 
sub-committee consisting of Burnett, 
Melick and La Baree, an opportunity to 
take further testimony of Milton J. 
Green, Green being too ill to leave his 
room.

CHANCE FOR LAMBERSON. 


When the committee reassembled. 


after recess, it went into executive ses- 
sion for an hour. An open session was 
then held, and C. G. Lamberson was 
given an opportunity to testify. Lam- 
berson stated that he remembered the 
conversation had with Green perfectly. 
In a joking way he had asked Green 
if he were not making a money fight, 
and it he were going to, perhaps 
an offer of $5000 or $6000 would bring 
Cosper to vote for Grant. He did not 
consider at the time that either had 
taken the matter seriously, Cosper had 
not at any time intimated to the wit- 
ness that he (Cosper) desired any pe- 
cuniary consideration for his vote. 

On cross-examination, witness ad. 
mitted that he had asked Green about 
the money fight, to see if the Grant 
people were really going to put up 
any money. He did this to satisfy his 
own curiosity and because he con- 
sidered it would be well for him to 
know if there was to be any money 
put up. “He admitted having received 
$135 from Green to feimburse him for 
money expended in the legislative fight. 
When the witness had finished the com- 
mittee again went into executive ses- 
sion. 

The committee notified the Assembly 
at about 3 o'clock that the report 
would be ready in a half-hour. The 
request was made that the Assembly 
remain in session until the report 
could be presented. It was 5:30, how- 
ever, before the report was actually 
ready. it was then presented to the 
Assembly and made a special order for 
tomorrow morning at 11 o'clock. 

THIRTY-SECOND BALLOT. 

The thirty-second joint ballot taken 
for United States Senator at noon to- 
day shows no change in the Senatorial 
deadlock. The vote was as follows:

SENATE BILLS PASSED. 

Two bills were read the third time in 
the Senate this morning and passed. 
The first of these, Senate Bill, No. 91, 
introduced by Senator Dickinson, is an 
act to prevent deception in the sale or 
process of renovated butter. The sec- 
ond is a measure introduced by Sena- 
tor Langford, and provides for an ap- 
propriation of $500 to be used in pur- 
chasing a portrait of ex-Gov. Budd. 
The same measure was introduced in 
the Assembly by Dunlap of San Joaquin 
and was passed yeterday. 

Petitions for a Sunday law still con- 
tinue to be presented, several being 
sent to the secretary’s desk in the 
Senate today, and to the clerk’s desk 
in the Assembly. 


ONE BILL INTRODUCED. 


But one bill was introduced in the 
Senate this forenoon. Braunhart of San 
Francisco presented it. Its title reads 
as follows: “An act amending’ the 
Civil Code of the State of California, 
adding thereto three new sections to 
be numbered 494, 495 and 496, author- 
izing the purchase or lease by railroad 
corporations created under the laws of 
this State. or by any other State or 
Territory. or of the United States, 
which are now, or hereafter may be 
doing business as common carriers in 
this State. or any or all of the prop- 
ertv and franchises owned, situated, 
held or used wholly or partially’ in 
this State by any railroad company 
created under the laws of this State, 
or of any State or Territory,.or of the 
United States, which is. now, or here- 
after may be, doing business as a com- 
mon carrier in this State, and author- 
izing the sale or lease by any such cor- 
poration as above mentioned, of any 
such property or franchises, or both, 
which it may now own, use hold, 
wholly or partially in this ate, for 
and during the period of three years 
from and after the passage of this 
act within which to purchase or lease 
such property, and making it unlawful 
for anv railroad corporation to jn- 
crease the freights and fares above the 
rates now established, or which may 
be established prior to such sale or 
lease. or for two or more railroad cor- 
porations to combine, or be jointly 
interested in such purchase or lease, 
and providing as a penalty for the vio- 
lation of this act, the forfeiture of the 
franchises of the offending railroad cor- 
porations. and directing the Attorney- 
General to institute proceedings for 
such forfeiture.” - 

In the Assembly the Senate joint 
resolution relative to the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal came up as a 
special order. It led to much debate. 
The measure was voted down and 
notice to reconsider given. 

ASSPMBLY BILLS PASSED. 

Sanford’s bill, Assembly Bill No. 84, 
providing for a lunch hour for laborers 
in sawmills, shingle mills, shake mills 
and logging camps, passed the House, 
as did the Assembly Bill No, 85 in- 
troduced by the same gentleman, to 
prevent the blacklisting of employés. 

The Assembly remained in session all 
the afternoon waiting for the report of 
the special Investigating Committee. 
The time was spent with the third 
reading of bills, the folowing being 
passed:

_AGONCILLO NOT MOLESTED. 


He Will Be Closely Watched Now. 
Copies of Dispatches. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO TIE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. } The Sun's Washington 
special says that no action was taken 
today by the government in regard to 
the presence in Washington of Aguin- 
aldo’s agent, Agoncillo, who has been 
active in keeping the Filipinos at home 
informed as to the purposes of the 
United States in regard to the islands, 
@nd sending advice which is displeas- 
ing tf the authorities in Washington. 

For the present, Agoncillo will not 
be miolested, but it was generally 
undérstood today that the government 
had determined to take measures 
against him if an outbreak should be 
préeipitatea by the Filipino forces at 
Manila or elsewhere in the Philippines. 

It’ ywas learned that the information 
procured by the government concerning 
the ¢ontents of telegrams sent by 
Agancillo to the Hongkong junta on 
Wednesday had been furnished to 
Gen. Greely, chief signal officer in 
charge of military telegraphs, with a 
request to make a further investiga- 
tion or to take such action as he deemed 
proper to keep it from getting into the 
hands of Aguinaldo or his agents in 
the Philippines, and yesterday after- 
noon Gen. Greely sent instructions to 
Col. Thompson, chief signal officer of 
Gen. Otis’s corps, and telegraph censor 
at Manila, to keep a sharp lookout for 
the dispatch in question, and to de- 
vote his efforts to prevent its delivery 
in the islands. 

This was done asa precaution against 
the possibility that the Hongkong junta 
might send the dispatch by telegraph 
to Manila in the hope that it would by 
some chance pass the censor and be 
delivered to the so-called Filipino 
government. 

Another interesting bit of informa- 
tion that became known today in con- 
nection with the Agoncillo message 
was that the government had obtained 
copies of all the dsipatches filed by the 
Filipino agent to his compatriots 
abroad. These were sent in Spanish 
cipher, and efforts are now being made 
to secure full translations into plain 
English. 

Agoncillo gave out a statement this 
Afternoon denying that his messages 
shad contained anything inimical to the 
eae of the United States.

IN AND ABOUT HAVANA. 


Payment of Troops Hecoming an 
Urgent Question. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says the 
payment of the insurgent troops is be- 
coming an urgent question, and much 
unrest exists, due partly to the lack 
of definite information from the com-

GREAT NORTHERN PURCHASE. 


Makes Its Advent jo. the Celebrated 
Mesaba Iron Range. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] | 


DULUTH (Minn.,) Jan. 27.—The Great 
Northern Railroad Company has pur- 
chased the entire holdings in Minnesota 
of the Wright-Davis people of Mich- 
igan, with the exception of their pine 
lands. It therefore now owns the Du- 
luth, Mississippi River and Northern 
Railway, the Swan River Logging Com- 
pany and the Mahoning, Longyear & 
Bennett mine near Hibbing. A check 
for $5,000,000 has been given to the 
Wright-Davis people for their property. 

The Duluth, Mississippi River and 
Northern Railroad is built from Swan 
River on the present Fosston branch 
of the Great Northern to a point about 
twelve miles north of Hibbing. With 
all the branches there is about 100 miles 
of standard gauge railroad. The Great 
Northern Railroad has been carrying 
this company’s ore to the Allouez Bay 
ore dock under a traffic contract, and 
found the property a desirable one to 
acquire. Its logging business is also 
very large. The deal is of great in- 
terest, 
the Great Northern to the Mesaba iron 
range, where it may offer competition 
to the Rockefeller syndicate and Min- 
nesota company.

Gen. Eagan, witness further testified, 
did not want to go in a street car, 
and was ashamed to meet anyone. and 

eenly felt his disgrace. The general 
felt that Gen. Miles had destroyed his 
honor, and that his life work.was de- 
stroyed. In all the time the witness 
had known Gen. Eagan, witness had 
not known him to use such language 
as was used in his statements. 

Mrs. Hopkins, the daughter of Gen. 
Eagan, was the next witness. Gen. 
Eagan’s counsel explained that he 
called her against the wish of her 
father and husband, and only because 
her absence from the trial might be re- 
marked upon. She said her father 
came home one afternoon, and, stand- 
ing in the doorway with a paper in his 
hand, exclaimed: “Gen. Miles his 
crucified me.”’ She said she could 
never forget that scene, and said that 
since that time her father had been a 
greatly changed man. He could think 
of nothing else, nor talk of anything 
else than that Gen. Miles had ruined 
his life. He was from that time on in 
an alarming condition, and when wit- 
ness was compelled to go to New York, 
she had returned almost at once to help 
care for her father. The witness spoke 
with much feeling in regard to her 
father’s changed condition, and was 
given the closest attention of the court, 

Mr. Worthington, at this point, read 
Gen. Eagan’s military record from the 
army register, and also read an inter- 
view with Gen. Miles, printed in a New 
York newspaper soon after he had 
made his statement before the War 
Investigating Commission, at the con- 
clusion of which the defense rested its 
case. 

At 11:10 o’clock a recess was taken un- 
til 11:30. 

‘WORTHINGTON ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Worthington, after recess began 
the argument for the accused, opening 
by saying that he contended that by 
the law. of this cguntry, civil, criminal 
or military, the defendant could not be 
held to account for what he said before 
the commission. Ile guoted from a 
number of high authorities to snow that 
if the words spoken were pertinent and 
material to the cause in hand and were 
not objected to by the tribunal hearing 
the same and were not malicious in 
character, the witness could not be held 
answerable. 

The remedy, he said, lies with the 
tribunal before which Gen, Eagan gave 
his testimony. If he had been told by 
that commission that his language was 
exaggerated and inadmissable he would 
have withdrawn his words at once, but 
at this late day to call him to account 
was unfair and unwarranted by law. 
Counsel then called attention to the 
President’s public statement that wit- 
nesses were to be given immunity and 
declared that this guarantee was 
claimed by the accused. Under the cir- 
cumstances, he claimed that Gen. 
Eagan was perfectly protected against 
any such results such as has been 
forced upon him by this court. 

He had been accu of a henious 
crime, and in his statement to the com- 
mission had defended his honor and in- 
nocence, as he had a perfect right to do, 
but using stronger language, perhaps, 
than he should have used: Mr. Worth- 
ington next quoted from authorities to 
show that to convict the accused of 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman, the offense must be’ such 
that any brother officer who should, 
after his conviction, take him by the 
hand or visit his home, or be on inti- 
mate terms with him, would thereby 
render himself disgraced and unfit to 
associate with gentlemen and men of 
honor. 

The indorsements of several high re- 
viewing officers. in the United States 
army on the findings of court-martials 
were quoted 4s showing that the offense 
must be exceptionally henious and 
such as would unfit the accused for 
association with righit-thinking men. 
One case cited was that of an officer 
who struck another who was a cripple 
and called him a liar. Gen. Sherman, 
who reviewed this case, disapproved the 
findings of dismissal of the court, and 
said in effect, that this penalty should 
not be imposed except the offense un- 
fitted the perpetrator for the society of 
gentlemen, and while he regarded the 
action of the officer as properly sub- 
jecting him to a severe penalty, yet 
the extreme penalty of dismissal should 
not be imposed. 

Counsel then reviewed the statement 
made by Gen. Miles and characterized 
it as without parallel in the history.of 
the country. He commented upon the 
statement that Gen. Miles pretended to 
have known about the so-called beer 
frauds for three months before he had 
sprung them upon the country in his 
testimony before the War Investigation 
Commission. During that time, said 
counsel, Gen. Miles had not communi- 
cated the alleged facts to the responsi- 
ble officers, nor taken any steps to 
put a stop to them. 


E” Counsel reviewed at length the testi- 


mony which had been given tending 
to show that Gen. Eagan’s mind was 
so seriously affected by the accusations 
which had been made against him that 
his friends feared he would go out upon 
the street and shoot Gen. Miles on 
sight. He was no longer himself and 
no longer could he control his feelings 
or his actions. In concluding his ad- 
dress, which lasted over an hour, Mr. 
Worthington made a ‘strong plea for 
the accused, asserting that through 
this whole controversy he had con- 
ducted himself as an honest man 
goaded to desperation by the cruel 
and unjust accusations of his superior 
officer 

Col. Davis, the judge advocate, closed 
the argument. He said that he had no 
other idea from the beginning than 
that all the facts and the whole truth in 
this case be brought out. He said that 
if the accused thought himself ag- 
grieved by the statement of Gen. Miles, 
he had a positive and sure remedy. 
He had a right to demand a court of 
inquiry, and he also had the undoubted 
remedy of resort to the civil and crimi- 
nal law. But he saw fit to ignore all 
these remedies and to take the matter 


into his own hands. He had prepared

FROZE TO DEATH UPON THE ICE 
OF VALDEZ GLACIER. 


Half Dozen Men Perished in the Vast 
White Silence of the Cold 
Northland, 


HOW A BOY GAVE UP TO DIE. 


MADE HIS FATHER TAKE WRAP- 
PINGS THEN LAY DOWN. 


Copper River News—Jesse Walters 
Held for Muarder—Fate of 
Capt. Nelson—Eleven 
Men Eaten. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 27.—News of 
the freezing to death of three prospect- 
ors on the Valdez glacier, near the 
mouth of Copper River, Alaska, was 
brought to this city today by the pas- 
sengers on the steamer Cottage City, 
from Skaguay and Juneau, Alaska. 

The names of those who perished are: 

HENRY KOHN, New York. 

— SMITH, Chicago. 

—— EMERSON, Baldwin, Wis. 

The following were badly frozen and 
will suffer the amputation of some of 
their limbs: 

GEORGE PAULOVOITSCH, 
York. 

SYLVESTER GROG, St. Joseph, Mo. 

H. EMERSON, Baldwin, Wis. 

George Sweesey of New York and a 
man named Henderson of Wisconsin 
are missing and it is feared that they 
have succumbed to the cold. 

There are six men at Valdez suffering 
from frozen feet, hands and faces. 
Quite a hospital has been established 
at Twelve-Mile Camp, on the other side 
of the glacier, and some fifteen men are 
suffering there from the same cause. 
All were frozen trying to cross the 
glacier, but managed to get back into 
camp. 

The freezing of the Emersons, father 
and son, is particularly sad. They 
started for Valdez, but on getting well 
toward the summit of the glacier found 
their feet freezing. Both started back. 
The son gave his father some extra 
wrappings for his feet, and as a result 
froze both legs in a few minutes and 
was unable to proceed, He bade his 
father good bye and compelled him to 
move on without him. Then the boy 
lay down in the snow to die. His body 
will probably never be recovered. The 
father reached Twelve-Mile Camp very 
badly frozen and is not expected to live. 

Smith and Kohn, who also gave up 
their lives, were members of the same 
party. They started across the glacier 
early in December. Smith ‘was the 
first to freeze his feet. After they had 
crossed the summit and were moving 
down the long stretch toward Valdez, 
his strength began to fail him. 

At last he could keep up no longer. 
Calling his companions around him, he 
told them he was doomed, even if they 
got him into camp, and they must try 
and save themselves. Telling them to 
tell his wife and children in Chicago 
how he died, he lay down in the snow, 
soon to. be lulled into a last sleep by 
@eadly frost. He was a@ jeweler by 
trade. 

Charles Kohn wanted to lie down and 
die when the trip _ivas almost at an 
en His comrades forced him to 
ke moving, in spite of the pain of 
his badly frozen feet, and at last got 
him into Valdez. His toes were’ so 
badly frozen that they fell off when 
his boots were cut away. Blood poison- 
ing set in soon after, and in ten days 
the miners buried him in a rough 
grave. He was a member of the Man- 
hattan Mining Company of New York, 
= leaves a widow and family in that 
city. 

The third man of the party to lose 
his life was a miner named Hender- 
son. from some small town in Wiscon- 
sin. He started out with the party 
but was frozen before they reached 
the summit of the glacier. He de- 
cided that his only hope was to turn 
back. Soon after he left the party a 
terrible blizzard swept over the 
glacier, obliterating all trails and.mak- 
ing travel impossible. He probably lost 
his way in this and perished. At any 
rate he never reached Twelve-Mile 
Camp, the only place of refuge for 
miles around. 

George Paulevoitsch of the Manhattan 
Mining Company of New York. was 
the fourth member to be badly frozen. 
He returned on the Cottage City today 
in charge of Dr. Lewis of Chicago. He 
will lose the greater part of both feet 
and is in danger of losing his life from 
blood poisoning. He would not let Dr. 
Lewis amputate his feet in the North. 
fle said: 

“It was bitter cold and for four days 
we wandered around the glacier trying 
to find our way down. We had little 
food. as we were going out for supplies. 
The other four members of the Man- 
hattan Company were waiting on short 
rations at the foot of the lake. I do 
not know what will become of them 
now that Kohn is dead, and I am here 
in almost as bad ‘a fix. I don’t. want 
my wife to know my condition, so I 
will not tell you my New York ad- 
dress.”’ ‘ 

George Sweesy, also of New York, 
was a’ blacksmith at Valdez for a long 
time. He started across the glacier 
early in the winter drawing a heavy 
sled. The details of his probable death 
are unknown for he was alone. He 
never reached the other side.

The miners who arrived on the Cot-

The men starting out in 
pairs or singly were never heard of 
again. 


FROM COPPER RIVER. 


First Party Since Last Fall Reaches 
Seattle—Latest News. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 27.—Today’s 
arrivals from Copper’ River are the 
first to arrive since last fall. Some of 
them had been three months at Val- 
dez waiting for a steamer. The last 
party from the interior left Copper 
Center December 1. They are A. P. 
Wedum of Glasgow, Mont:; John Eck- 
land, Haynan, Wis.; J. R. Marshall, 
Mexico, Mo.; and Nels Hyland, Apple- 

They penetrated the inter- 
ior as far as Catcham Stockades, a 
branch of Forty Mile River. They 
crossed the Tananu Valley, but heard 
of no gold strikes. They have been 
traveling toward the coast since August 
1 Dr. W. L. Lewis of Chicago says 
thete is considerable scurvey in the 
interior. Thonias Hunt of Detroit has 
been very ill with the disease at- Val- 
des. Dr. Lewis established a hospital 
on the other side of Valdez Glacier. It 
has a number of patients. There are 
several destitute men at Valdez who 
have no Mméans Of returning to the 
United States. C. Bruce, formerly 
of Tacoma, said: 
“After getting into the interior we 
found there were some sixty Masons in 


‘the country, and we at once decided to 


form an association for mutual benefit. 
I was elected president; B. G. Levroos 
of §& Paul vice-president; Herbe 


Smith of New York treasurer; and 41. 
E. Pierson of Denver, traveling man- 
ager. 

“One of the members of the assocla- 
tion made a discovery late in October 
that will startle the whole world. He 
stumbled across a small creek in his 
wanderings. The -indications were un- 
favorable, but he began to prospect. In- 
side of a week he took out over $200 
in gold. He camé at once to the Ma- 
sonic headquarters at Copper Center. 
and told the members of the find. In 
small parties enough Masons went into 
stake a claim for every member. 

“Talkill Creek is a tributary of the 
Tonsina River. Over seventy-five men 
are working on the cfeek claims, and 
all are taking out gold. Manker 
Creek, also running into the Tonsina, 
has proven the bonanza of the district. 
On claim No. 52, above Discovery, 
which is the most developed, 75 cents 
to the pan is being taken out. There 
are sixty-five men on the creek. About 
200 men have claims in the vicinity of 
Mount Drum. They are located on a 
small creek, and are taking out from 
15 to 25 cents to the pan, although they 
have not yet reached bed rock. A 
new discovery is Quartz Creek, a 
branch of the Tonsina, on which 100 
men are working. 

“The Masons have been very lucky in 
the Copper River country. None have 
been frozen, end but one has died. We 
are united very strongly and the Ma- 
sonic Creek is sure to pay big money. 

“Reports from Juneau say that a new 
lake has been discovered a short dis- 
tance in the interior from Lynn Canal. 
It has been named Walker Lake, after 
its discoverer, G. W. Walker. The 
creeks emptying into it are said to 
contain much gold. On one small 
creek named Bonanza, Walker, it is 
stated, got an average of $1 to the 
pan.” 


NEW GUINEA CANNIBALS, 


Ate Eeven of a Ship’s Crew After 
They Escaped Drowning. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Jan. 27.—After 
escaping death by drowning, eleven of 
the crew of the ship Manbare were 
captured and eaten by cannibals. of 
New Guinea. The Manbare was bound 
for Sydney, Axystralia, when it was 
caught in the terrible gale of Decem- 
ber. Near Cape Nelson it began to 
sink. The crew, eighteen all told, left 
the vessel in two boatloads and soon 
became separated. One boat contain- 
ing twelve men was finally thrown 
ashore ten miles from the cape. The 
sailors were seized by natives from the 
interior and hurried off to the village 
of the chief. One man, James Greene, 
escaped. The sailors were stripped 
and bound and killed, one each day. 
A wild orgy was participated in by at 
least a hundred savages, © who had 

gathered for the feast. 

In several cases the sailors were 
tortured by the old women and chil- 
dren of the tribe. The eyes of one 
were gouged out. The doomed men 
stoicaHy watched the elaborate prepara- 
tions for their death. A huge pot 
filled with boiling water was used for 
the feast, which on the first day was 
prolonged away into the night. In 
most cases the men were beheaded, 
their heads being stuck on poles and 
paraded before the men who were to 
suffer the same fate. Greene was res- 
cued by a steamer after tramping 
without food a day and a night to 
reach the coast. The scenes of horror 
he had witnessed turned his hair snow 
white. 


DROWNED IN NELSON RIVER. 


Fate of Capt. Nelson, One of the 
Party Bound for Gold Fields, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LAIRD RIVER, Jan. 26, via Edmon- 
ton (N.W.T.,) Jan 27.—Capt. John Ma- 
son, of a large Philadelphia party, 
bound for the gold fields, was acciden- 
tally drowned in the Nelson River, 
three miles above its mouth, on the aft- 
ernoon of August 24. The Philadel- 
phians, with the Big Four. party of 
Chic: go, were rafting horses and out- 
fits down the Nelson River and the 
raft on which Capt. Mason was stuck 
on asandbar. It was necessary to un- 
load the horses in order to get the 
raft off. 

Capt. Mason stayed with the horses 
on the bar and the raft drifted down 
the river to meke a landing. When 
about half a mile below the men on 
the raft heard the captain cry for help, 
as he was driving the horses to the 
shore. It is not known whether he 
was taken with cramps or was struck 
by a horse. His hat was found about 
half a mile below, but the body was 
not found.

NUCKLUCK RIVER STRIKE.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 27.—The 
first news from the Golovin Bay district 
of Alaska to be received here since the 
close of navigation has been brought 
by Edward Seabern of San Francisco, 
who left Council City November 19.

NO LITERATURE. 


Downing of a Resolution Congratu- 
lating Senator Stewart on 
His Re-election. 


PENSIONING COLONEL POSTON.

Investigating Public Institutions. 
Bills Introduced by the Score. 
Formation of Legislative 
Committees, 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Jan. 25.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The Legislature 
is at recess till Monday. Few are the 
members left in the city. One commit- 
tee of five is north, at Flagsta‘t, puz- 
zling over the fate of tie b'g new re- 
form-school building, which the Gov- 
ernor suggests shall be sold. Another 
committee is exploring the paths of 
learning in the Territorial University 
at Tucson. A third is enjoying the 
winter climate of Yuma and investigat 


ing the workings of the Territorial 
penitentiary. Two other commit- 
teees will do little traveling. 


One of them goes nine miles away 
tomorrow to the Territorial Normal 
School at Tempe, and the last will go 
no farther than the suburbs or Phoe- 
nix, to the Territorial Insane Azvlum 
and to the new capitol grounds, Legis- 
lative business will be resumed Monday 
afternoon. 


NO NEWSPAPERS NEEDED. 


Whatever may be its ending, the 
Twentieth Legislature has thus fur 
established a reputation for economy. 
It has departed from this policy only in 
the appointment of a few extra clerks. 
Only $500 has been voted for the ex- 
penses of the investigating commit- 
tees, the members being instructed to 
pay their own hotel bills, a proposition 
to furnish each member with $10 for 
postage stamps was voted down, and 
last, and most notable of all strokes, 
the newspapers of the Territory have 
been informed that if they send any 
copies of their publications to the Leg- 
islature it must be with the under- 
standing that no payment will be made. 
It was only with difficulty that a 
member managed to secure permission 
to receive in the house the newspapers 
to which he had personally subscribed. 
The practice in former Legislatures 
has been at thé close of the session 
to embrace in the appropriation bill 
payments to all the Territorial papers, 
at the rate of $72 for dailies and 
about half that sum to each weekly. 


THEY KNOW NOT STEWART, 


A diversion was created in the House 
when Adams of Yavapai sent to the 
clerk’s desk the following telegram, in 
the form of a concurrent resolution: 
“Hon. William M. Stewart, Carson, 
Nev.—The Legislature of Arizona sends 
hearty greetings and congratulations to 
you. Your victory is another triumph 
of the masses over the classes and 
keeps in the Senate of the United States 
aman who will fight with the cour- 
age of a tribune for the gold and sil- 
ver of the Constitution.” But the reso- 
lution only got Mr. Adams into trouble. 
There were few who agreed with him 
when he explained that Stewart was 
the greatest champion of silver in the 
world. and that Arizona should recog- 
nize the force of his election in the 
face of such opposition. Finally the 
resolution was tabled on motion of its 
author, who mournfully said_ that, 
though a Democrat, he would have 
been pleased to have voted for a simi- 
lar telegram addressed to Senator Tel- 


ler. 
TO PENSION A PIONEER. 


There is strong sentiment in favor of 
a bill just introduced granting Charles 
D. Poston a pension of $300 annually, 
to be paid by the Territorial Treasurer. 
There is little doubt of the passage of 
the bill. It recites at length Col. Pos- 
ton’s services to the Southwest, from 
the time when, in 1854, he organized 
the first mining company to work, at 
Aio. the first mines to be developed by 
citizens of the United States within 
the present borders of Arizona. It s 
told in the bill that Poston from 1856 
to 1861 was Recorder of Dona Afia 
county, N. M., which county then em- 
braced all of Arizona, and that in 
1863 he himself gave the new Territory 
her name. In 1864 he was elected her 
first Delegate in Congress. For ten 
years the old man has been a resident 
of Phoenix, steadily declining in 
strength, and with the slenderest of 
incomes. His mind is still active, how- 
ever, and many are the interesting tales 
he delights to tell of the days when he 
served as Alcalde of Tubac, or, earlier 
still. when he served his country in 
consular posts in Europe and in the 
Far East. Pensions have been granted 
before by the Arizona Legislature: John 
Dobbs, a wounded indian fighter, re- 
ceived $300 a year till his death. 


NO “CUCKOO COMMISSION.” 


One of the first bills signed by the 
Governor was that abolishing the Ter- 
ritorial _ Immigration Commission. usu- 
ally termed the ‘‘Cuckoo Commission.” 
It was established four years ago, the 
bill being pushed through the Legisla- 
ture by the personal influence of Gov. 
Hughes. On the commission he ap- 
pointed twelve editors, one in each 
county, and ever since membership on 
the board has been considered a sort 
of press sinecure. The principal de- 
fect in the bill was that while the mem* 
bers were to be appointed by the 
Governor, they were to be paid by their 
respective counties. Nearly all the 
counties promptly refused to appro- 
priate the $50 a month named as each 
commissionet’s salary, and the office 
has thus been practically an honorary 


one. 

A bill which has also already _§re- 
ceived the executive approval is No. 1 
of the Council calendar, legalizing the 
acts of a number of notaries who ac- 
knowledged signatures after their 
notarial commissions had expired, 


A FLOOD OF BILLS. 


“ large number of bills are already 
before the’ Legislature.

Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
will request Mayor Eaton to investigate 
the proposed exhibition in the City of 
Honolulu, for which Charles de Garmo 
Gray asked the indorsement of the city 
executive.

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Defeat of a Bond Proposition Netthed 
the Executive—California’s Dry 
Senson Helped the Farmers of 
Arizona Ont of Debt, 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Jan. 26.—[Regular 
Correspondence.|] row over the 
city waterworks bonds has culminated 
in the resignation of Mayor: Adams. 
The resignation was offered at a 
called meeting of the City Counct! iast 
night, and only recited that a pressure 
of private business compelled its pre- 
sentation. Though the resignation was 
a surprise to the Councilmen, as well 
as to nearly every citizen, it was at 
once accepted. Councilman J. 
Dyer was elected Mayor pro tem, The 
real reason for the resignation is that 
Adams is fighting mad 
sinuations of boodling made 
him in the election just passed. ar. 
election that dashed his pet hopes tu 
the ground. The few days since the 
election have also been made dis- 
agreeable for him throuzh a row with 
City Marshal Hooker, who has teen 
threatening the Mayor’s arrest. ‘The 
Marshal's complaint is tliat the Meyor 
on election day not only refused to 
close the bar of his hotel, The Adams, 
but counseled other owners of drink- 
ing places to open despite the Marshal's 
instructions and the law. 

The election was on the proposition 
to bond the city for $265,000, che cash 
realized to go toward installing water- 
works and sewerage. The affirmative 
side of the debate was taken by Mayor 
Adams and the City Council and by all 
save one newspaper, yet failed. Four 
hundred and ninety taxpapers regis- 
tered for the election, but only 339 
votes were case; 70 per cent. would 
have been necessary for affirmation, 


over the in- 


against 


but even a bare majority was not 
reached. The vote stood 199 t» 140. 
The victorious faction loudly asserts 


the defeat of a “job.” The vanquished 
darkly hint that the local water and 
sewer corporations fought them by 
questionable methods. M. H. Sherman, 
president of the water company, was in 
Phoenix a fortnight ago. When pri- 


reported to have said that he ‘didn't 
care a continental how the election 
went’’—that no municipal action could 
affect the city’s entire responsibility 
for the franchise that had been given 
him. Sherman is said to have now 
less than $20,000 personally invested in 
the water company. 

Another surprise followed close upon 
the Mayor’s retirement. Public office 
was actually given a Rough Rider, the 
first such employment of that nature 
secured by any member of the regi- 
ment in Arizona. The recipient was 
Elmer C. Hawley, late frst duty 
sergeant of Troop B, First United 
States Volunteer Cavalry, a man who 
brevely stood fire in all the battles of 
the Cuban campaign, and the office is 
that of policeman, with a salary at- 
tached of $370 a month. To make the 
vacancy Al. W. Galpin, for many years 
a member of the city force, was de- 
posed. 

AGRICULTURAL PROSPERITY. 

In an agricultural way, Arizona has 
prespered more this year than for two 
decades past, though, unhappily, this 
prosperity has come at the expense of 
California. For California’s harvest was 
a slack one, while the crops around 
Phoenix were fully up to the average. 
But alfalfa hay in the Salt River Val- 
ley near Phoenix usually sells for from 
$3.50 to $5 a ton in the stack, and this 
year the scarcity upon the Coast caused 
the price to rise even to $12. This fact 
has diminished the output of fat cattle, 
for no stockman can feed hay at the 
price noted. But that mattered little to 
the farmer, who, for the first time in 
many years, has been able to market 
his hay crop in other form than as beef. 


| The effect this condition has had upon 


business locally can better be under- 
stood when it is explained that the Salt 
River Valley has more than 50,000 acres 
in alfalfa, from which, deducting pas- 
turage, over 100,000 tons can readily be 
marketed as hay. Many a farm mort- 
gage has been paid off this year from 
the sales of hay, and a Phoenix banker 
says scores of comfortable credit ac- 
counts have been started in his institu- 
tion by grangers, who have for vears 
known nothing but debt. 

The prospect for the coming season 
is excellent. Abundant rains in the 
southern portion of the Territory have 
thoroughly wetted the ground, while in 
the north cold weather and deep snows 
ensure spring grass for the cattle and 
sheepmen, and a long-continuing flow 
of water in the streams that feed the 
irrigating ditches in the southern val- 
leys. From the same cause placer 
mining is also unusually active. and 
flumes are being placed and pay dirt is 
being piled on many a creek that has 
known no such work since pioneer 
days. Prospectors, too, take advantage 
of the pressure of water in places usu- 
ally arid, and this month the deserts of 
Southwestern Arizona are being 
searched for mineral as they have 
rarely been searched before. 

During 1898 174.029 head of cattle were 
shipped frem Arizona to outside points. 
In the same time within the Territory 
were butchered 32.451 head. The hogs 
shipped numbered 9112 head. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-nine head of stray 
cattle were found bv inspectors and 
sold. the money derived, $3480, being 
held for the owners, if found. 

ARIZONA BREVITIES. 

During the past two seasons the mar- 
keting of watermelons has become an 
important industry in the Salt. River 
Valley. The Melon-growers’ Associa- 
tion has been organized to assist in dis- 
posing of the product to the best ad- 
vantage.

WATER ARBITRATORS. 


The Water Company Fails to Obtain 
Any Advantage in the Hearing. 
The board of arbitrators held only a 
half-day session yesterday, during 
whieh the examination of she several 
witnesses elicitel nothing of especial 
benefit to either side. William Mul- 
holland, construction superintendent of 
the water company, was the first wit- 
hess to take the stand, and his testi- 
mony was marked by the same prone- 
ness to exaggerate values of the com- 
pany’s property, which has been char- 
acteristic of most of their witnesses so 
far. He stated that the maps, books 
and records in the company’s office, 
other than the service cards mentioned 
Dy J. W. Gillete on last Thursday, were 
worth at least $12,000; bt this esti. 
mate Was affected materially when he 
said that a great many of them were 
— and hence are useless to the 

‘ity. 

Mr. Sager of the Crane Company, 
was next called by the water company 
to prove values of cast-iron pipes, De 
about the only material fect obtain: a 
from him was a reiteration of a part o? 
his former testimony to the effec= that 
there was a combine of the pip2 deal- 
ers and that there was practically. no 


competition in that material on the 
coast. He was also interrogated rela- 
tive to the fluctuation of prices tor 
this kind of pipe. He had no quotations 
for the time from July to De- 
cember, inclusive, of last year, and 


was requested, by the city’s attorneys 
to produce such quotations at the next 
hearing of the board, it being the city’s 
contention that the valuation should be 
that which was in force at the time of 
the expiration of the contract with the 
city. The water company does not ad- 
mit this fact, and as the price of iron 
and iron pipes has since that time 
heen steadily rising, its importance is 
readily understood. 

The session then adjourned until next 
Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock, the ob- 
ject being to give all parties concerned 
an opportunity to tabulate the discrep- 
ancies between the differeit reports as 
to quantities as given by the city’s 
and the water company’s engineers, 
This will expedite the examination, and 
the company still hopes to close its tes- 
timony by the 10th or 15th of Februe- 
ary. How much more time will be oc- 
cupied by the hearing will depend upon 
the evidence interposed in rebuttal by 
the city’s attorneys. 


GEN. MERRIAM’S VIEWS. 


Thinks Sentiment is &gainst Philipe- 


pine Annexation, 
Maj.-Gen. Merriam passed through 
the city yesterday on his way from 


San Francisco, where he has just been 
relieved by Gen. Shafter, who goes 
back to his old command. Gen. Mer- 
riam will hereafter command the De.- 
partment of the Colorado. 

Gen. Merriam discussed freely the 
policy of the government toward the 
Philippines. He concedes that the sen- 
timent on the coast is overwhelmingly 
in favor of holding all we can get in 
the Orient. This is natural in view of 
the trade advantages which will ac- 
crue to the merchants here. But in the 
East the sentiment against annexation 
or a protectorate is growing rapidly. 
He concedes that very great advant- 
ages in trade would come out of hold- 
ing the islands, but the cost of holding 
so large a population in check in a 
climate so unsuited to our people as a 
permanent place of abode is too heavy 
to justify so radical a departure from 
the traditions of the country. 

When asked what he would do with 
the islands, he did not shirk the ques- 
tion a bit. but answered boldly that 
he would have let them alone. We had 
no responsibility as to the people of 
the islands. Being asked if he would 
let Spain reassert authority over the 
people, he again answered with per- 
tect frankness. that he would if she 
could do it. 

Gen. Merriam thinks it will lead this 
nation into the most serious complica- 
tions with the other powers, who are 
all hostile to our holding the islands, 
and jealous of our extending our sway.

A BILL TO LEGALIZE MURDER. 

Senator Dickinson of Marin county 
has introduced a bill defining ‘“‘justi- 
fiable homicide” in specific terms, as 
follows: 

“When resisting any attempt to 
murder or to commit a felony or to do 
great bodily harm to any person. 

“When committed in defense of 
home or habitation against any at- 
tempt to commit a felony, or where 
a person attempts to enter a house in 
a violent or tumultuous manner. 

“When committed in lawful defense 
of wife, husband, parent, child or 
master, mistress or servant, when 
there is reasonable ground to appre- 
hend the commission of a felony. 

“When necessarily committed in at- 
tempting by lawful means to arrest a 
person for a feiony or lawfully sup- 
pressing a riot. 

“When committed in the heat of 
passion by the willful and malicious 
publication of libelous matter of and 
concerning the slayer by the party 
slain.” 

The title of this bill should be “A 
Bill to Legalize the Crime of Murder.” 
Such is, to all intents and purposes, 
the purport of its principal provision. 

The first four clauses of the measure 
are superfluous, as they are practi- 
cally covered by existing laws. A per- 
son is legally justified in killing an- 
other in self-defense, in defense of 
“home or habitation,” in “lawful de- 
fense of wife, husband, parent, child 
or master, mistress or servant.” Of- 
ficers of the law are also justified in 
killing, if necessary, a person who re- 
sists arrest for a felony, and in using 
such extreme force as may be neces- 
Sary to suppress a riot. 

In all such cases as_ the foregoing, 
specific acts of violence are presup- 
posed, and-it is generally necessary 
to meet violence with violence in or- 
der that the majesty of the law may 
be upheld, and the guilty be brought 
to justice. There is no- other way. 
Moral suasion is a poor weapon to 
employ against the man who is 
frenzied with the thirst for blood. He 
must be met with force superior to 
that which he can employ, and his life 
must be sacrified if the sacrifice ‘be 
necessary to cubdue or render harm- 
less his vicious impulses. 

These things have been considered 
in the framing of existing laws, which 
have, to a great extent, anticipated 
Senator Dickinscn’s proposed law up 
to this point. But the last clause of 
Senator Dickinson’s bill contains a 
Startling innovation—a radicai de- 
parture from the generally-accepted 
ideas of justifiable retribution. In 
plain words, it is proposed to make it 
legal for any person who conceives 
himself to have been wronged by a 
hewspaper publication to kill the 
editor of the paper “in the heat of pas- 
sion.” It would not be at all difficult 


for a person who fancies himself ag-- 


grieved to work himself inte a homi- 
cidal passion, if he felt assured that 


the law would justify and protect him 


in murdering the object of his wrath. 

Should Senator Dickinson's bill be- 
come a law—which contingency seems 
logically impossible—its effect would 
be to destroy, cr greatly to impair, 
the freedoin of the press in California; 
for every malefactor whose wrong- 
in the press 
would feel himself privileged to get 
himself, forthwith, into ‘the heat of 
passion,” and to go gunning for the 


editor. The resulting state of affairs 
would be decidedly interesting all 
tround. But the fun would not be 


altogether at the expense of the edt: 4 


tors. There are comparatively few of 
them wlio would willingly or tamely 


heat of passion.” As a matter of fact, 
it would make but little difference to 
the average*editor whether he were 
fired upon in the heat of passion or 
in cold blood. The great majority of 
editors would probably be so unreason- 
able as to make preparations, more or 
less elaborate, for their own defense, 
and the “heat of passion’ would be 
suddenly cooled in the breast of many 
u too-ardent citizen while engaged in 
the exhilarating pastime of hunting 
for editorial scalps. 

Senator Dickinson's bill, if enacted 
into law, would make things more or 
less interesting in various parts of 
the goodly commonwealth of Califor- 
nia. But the resulting state of affairs 
would not be creditable to the State, 
nor to the inhabitants thereof. When 
the bill comes up for discuss.on, it 
should at least be amended so as to 
make the killing of editors justifiable 
only when they persistently, and with 
malice prepense, make use of the 
abbreviation “Calif.” 


VIEWS AND NO VIEWS. 

It is frequently quite interesting to 
note how even editors may differ in 
their view of things. Here is a case 
in point. The Evening Pecksniff of 
this city speaks of the “Grant cor- 
ruption fund’ and the San Francisco 
Chronicle says: “It is not a crime or 
an impropriety to place funds at the 
disposal of party candidates and com- 
mittees to assist them in making can- 
vasses and spreading literature. If it 
were, where is the aspirant for Sen- 
atorial honors in any campaign of the 
last thirty years who could rise up and 
say he had not committed it? To go 
further and pledge an assisted candi- 
date to vote for any man or men in 
return for such contribution would 
imply a corrupt bargain; but not @ 
shred of proof has appeared in the 
Sacramento investigation which con- 
nects the name of Grant with such a 
scandal.” 


| Going a step farther, it is to be 
| noted that the only witnesses who have 
|fought shy of appearing before the 
‘Investigating Committee at Sacra- 
mento are those who are accused of 
knowing something about improper 
offers of money or about improper re- 
quests for money, and that neither of 
| these witnesses are to appear against 
Mr. Grant; per contra, their testi- 
mony can injure only other candi- 
dates than Mr. Grant, if it harms any 
one, and yet no one hears the famous 
Evening Guardian-of-public-and-pri- 
deportment saying a word as to this 
particular feature of the legislative in- 
vestigation at the State Capitol. How 
such things can be is what the

IRRIGATION INVESTIGATION. 

George H. Maxwell, who represents 
the Irrigation Congress, is in Wash- 
ington, working hard to get through 
the appropriation for $59,000, which 
was recommended by the Secretary of 
Agriculture for irrigation investiga- 
tion.

sired amount may be obtained by hav- 
‘ing it inserted in the bill when it 
comes up in the Senate.

INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE'S REPORT 
The Legislative Investigating Com- 


-| mittee submitted its report to the Leg- 


isiiture yesterday, and it was made 
the special order for today at 110’clock. 
The general tenor of the report has 
already been foreshadowed in dis- 
patches from Sacramento, hence it 
contains no surprises. Syn 

It has been evident, for some ” time 
past, that the investigation was no: 
taking the wide scope which was ex- 
pected from the terms of the resolu- 
tion ordering it. There is no conceal- 
ing the fact that it has not by any 
means been as thorough as it ought to 
have been. There is a well-defined 
suspicion that the investigation has 
been conducted with a view to injur- 
ing the candidacy of Mr. Grant rather 
out of all the 
facts of the case, without réference 
to the interests cf this or that candi- 
date. To the extent that this sus- 
picion becomes a certainty, the value 
of the investigation will diminish. 

Speaker Wright is pilloried with the 
severest censure, and it looks, at the 
present writing, as though his days 
of usefulness, as a member of the Leg- 
islature were practically at an end. 
No direct charges are made against 
Mr. Grant, but he is indirectly cen- 
sured for employing methods which 
have been employed by Senatorial can- 
didates in California from time im- 
memorial. That these methods are 
reprehensible is hardly to be denied. 
But there are others. 

Dan Burns, whose ante-election 
methods were without doubt more 
reprehensible than were ever before 
employed by a candidate for the Senate 
in this State, virtually escapes cen- 
sure at the hands of the Investigating 
Committee. Further comment, at this 
time, appears to be superfluous. 


AGUINALDO’S BACKING. 

There are the best of reasons for 
believing that the attitude of hostility 
toward the United States, which 
Aguinaldo and his followers have 
lately assumed, is due in chief part to 
influences outside of the Philippines. 
And there are also the best of reasons 
for believing that one of those in- 
fluences is the opposition which has 
developed, in the Senate of the United 
States, to the ratification of the pend- 
ing treaty of peace between the 
United States and Spain. It is alto- 
gether probable that, had the treaty 
been promptly ratified, Aguinaldo and 
his adherents would have submitted 
to the inevitable with good grace, and 
would have codperated with the Amer- 
icans, instead of antagonizing them, 
in the rehabilitation of the islands 
and the establishment of good govern- 
ment throughout the archipelago. 

The acquisition of the Philippines 
by the United States is one of the log- 
ical results of the war with Spain, 
which brought great victories to our 
arms. The brilliant achievement of 
Admiral Dewey in Manila Bay brought 
with it a heavy weight of responsibil- 
ity which we can not evade if we 
would. We are responsible for the 
condition of affairs in the islands, and 
our responsibility will continue until 
peace, tranquillity and good govern- 
ment have been firmly established. 
Being thus responsible, we are en- 
titled, and it is our duty, to exercise 
the sovereignty which we have wrested 
from Spain. 

This does not necessarily mean that 
we are to retain possession of the 
Philippines permanently. With Con- 
gress, alone, rests the power and the 
duty of determining how long we shall 
continue as the supreme governing 
power in the islands. It is within the 
power of Congress to relinquish them 
at any time. But there is no rational 
ground of doubt as to our present 
duty. We must enforce our authority, 
pending the action of Congress in de- 
termining the future government of 
the islands. 

It is absolutely necessary, in order 
that our authority in the Philippines 
may be properly enforced, that the 
treaty of peace shall be ratified as soon 
as possible. The Senate has a plain 
and simple duty to perform in this 
matter, and the sooner it is performed 
the better. 


The little clique of Republican push 
politicians in San Francisco have at 
last been awakened to the fact that 
there is a bit of the State outside the 
boundaries of ¢hat metropolis which 
proposes to have @ hand in this po- 
litical business from now on.

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


The more than good impression Ge- 
rome Helmont made at his initial ap- 
pearance here was deepened and 
strengthened in marked degree by his 
playing last evening. He gave fur- 
ther and convincing proof of his rare 
musical endowment; his technique 
was more brilliant, his tone more satis- 
fying, histemperamental qualities beau- 
tifully in evidence. He met the exac- 
tions of Vieuxtemp’s ‘‘Russian Airs” 
with very pronounced skill, and it is 
simple justice to say that it would 
be hard to find a boy of 14 with but 
six years’ training who could give 
so good an account of himself tech- 
nically as this same little lad whose 
earnest, conscientious sincerity in all 
he does gives promise of limitless pos- 
sibilities in the time to come. For a 
cordially demanded encore, young Hel- 
mont played Hauser’s delicious little 
“Cradle Song”’ wit hmasterly art. His 
singing tone, his deiicately,haundled 
nuances, the intelligent phrasing, the 
refinement and delicacy he read into 
the simple little air, showed the true 
musicianly spirit coupled with a very 
mature perception. It was quite the 
best work he has done here, and it be- 
spoke, no tonly talent of high. order 
but genius. 

Miss Preston was also heard to much 
better advantage last night. The qual- 
ity of her beautiful voice is especially 
adapted to Wagner’s music and in the 
songs ‘“‘Schmerzen”’ and “Dreams” she 
did particularly effective work. For an 
encore to Schira’s dramatic “‘Aria Sog- 
nai,’’ Miss Preston sang a simple Irish 
ballad which was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. Miss. Simmons filled her po- 
sition at the piano most efficiently, and 
the good-sized audience encored nearly 
every number on the programme, as on 
the evening previous.

POOR TEMPLE’S CAREER. 


SLAYER OF A SISTER’S SEDUCER 
AT ALBUQUERQUE.

Out of the Asylum and Friends Will 
Send Him to His Home—Prursued 
His Victim Around the Globe, 
Sensational Murder Trial at Oak. 
land 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Jan. 27.— 
fExchusive Dispateh.] W. R. Temple, 
who was the defendant in the cele- 
brated Reynolds murder case, which 
was tried at Oakland, Cal., in 1890, is 
in this city in a demented condit’on, 
having come here from the insane asy- 
lum at Phoenix, Ariz., where he had 
been confined for several months. 

Reynolds, the man -whom Temple 
killed. seduced the sister of the latter 
and she afterward committed suicide. 
Temple vowed that he would take 
Reynolds's life as revenge for the be- 
traval of his sister, He pursued him 
in South America, Australia and other 
parts of the globe for five years, and 
finally found him in a hotel in Oak- 
land, Cal., on Christmas day, 1890, and 
killed him on the spot. 

Temple was arrested and after a 
long and sensational trial was con- 
victed and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. After serv- 
ing for six months he was pardoned, 
but his mind had given way. 

A couple of years ago he was em- 
ployed as an engineer by the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railroad in Kan- 
sas. He was suddenly taken with an 
insane fit, and ran his engine into a 
train of cars, wrecking several. He was 
then sent to the insane asylum at 
Ossawatomie, Kan., from which he was 
discharged as cured. The Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers of this city 
are making arrangements to send him 
to his relatives in Macon City, Mo.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 27.—Sultan Abdul 
Hamid made his annual visit to Stamboul by 
water today to kiss the mantle of the prophet. 
The usual elaborate ceremonies were ob- 
served. Throughout the week, the police 
have been taking extraordinary precautions 
to secure His Majesty’s safety, and many 
arrests have been made. Yesterday they 
visited all the drug stores, and hermetically 
sealed all deposits of chlorate of potash.

Free Passism. 

X RAY, Soldiers’ Home: “The Citi- 
zens’ Defense <Associstion” of fan 
Francisco, in their noble fight against 
the octopus of free-pass system, have 
done well, but it is useless to strive to 
combat the monster single handed. The 
cleansing of this Augean stable is too 
herculean a task without honest, 
prompt action and aid from Congress 
and every State Legislature. 

Every free pass issued by railroads 
to others than those employed on their 
systems represents so many golden 
collars welded on the necks of members 
of Congress, State, county and muni- 
cipal officials. 

Senators’ passes for Pullman and 
palace cars and the special trains 
placed at the disposal of high national 
officials, wear the same kind of golden 
collars, and bear the official brand of 
the systems that grant the favors. And 
the brand on the collars might well 
represent the well-known legend of 
“This is my dog;” or in other words, 
the free-pass goods being duly deliv- 
ered, they must be paid for with official 
favors. 

A special train is placed at the dis- 
posal of high officials, and when a bill 
antagonistic to the railroads’ interest is 
placed for the official’s signature, there 
must naturally be a strong struggle 
between gratitude to railroads for past 
favors and present duty to the public, 

Remove this temptation and their 
duties to the public become distinctly 
clear, as no struggle in thir minds 
could exist, even for a single moment, 

The passes are free to officials, but in 
the end it is the public who are com- 
pelled to foot the bills. 

If such bills making free passism to 
officials a penal offense, and said bills 
should be worded strong enough to pre- 
vent the issuing of free passes as a 
subterfuge to the families of said of- 
ficials, instead of to the head of the 
family, are brought before Congress 
and State Legislatures. There may be 
struggle of self-interest in the minds of 
the members, but they must do their 
honest duty or beware of a day of 
reckoning. 

The athove-mentioned officials, being 
supposed to be solely servants of the 
people, cannot faithfully serve two 
masters, and it must be one or the 
other. 

The writer well remembers one Mon- 
day morning in January, 1893, when 

ere were not sufficient members pres- 

t (Oregon Legislature) to transact 
pressing business. Had the pass ab- 
sentees been compelled to pay 
their railroad fares to and from 
home, such would not. have been 
the case, and public affairs 
might have been expedited. And their 
absence happened as regular as Satur- 
day arrived. 

National, State, county and other 
public officials accepting passes from 
railroad system and then “drawing 
their mileage,’ are far greater crimi- 
nals than starving wretches who steal 
to preserve life.

been bonded by a real estate firm, 
with the purchase price set at $160,000, 
or $50 per front foot, and it is now 
learned that the details of the project 
are being studied in the East and that 
one of the objects of the visit of the 
president of the Terminal Road to this 
city next week will be to inspect the 
property. 

The fact that the Terminal road, 
which is supposed to be on the mar- 
ket, is looking with covetous eyes on 
inside property is taken as further in- 
dication of its alliance with some one 
of the large eastern roads, and at 
it is the latter road which is in reality 
behind the Terminal in the pending ne- 
gotiations. 

There does not appear to be any 
reason for the surmise that the vari- 
ous roads are anxious for a union de- 
pot, however desirable that might be 
for the interests of the city, and if the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fé join 
with the Terminal for the purpose of 
building such a depot, it will be be- 
cause they are forced by fear of com- 
petition to improve their location. The 
Johnson property not only has the ad- 
vantage of being on the four blocks 
named, but It is at the southern junc- 
tion of Main and Spring streets, but 
a few steps from Broadway, and is 
consequently within easy access of both 
the business and residence quarters of 
the city. 

But it appears that the Southern 
Pacific is really trying to sidetrack the 
movement for a union depot in its 
incipiency, and the suggestion of the 
acceptance of the property bounded by 
Fourth, Fifth, San Pedro and Crocker 
streets, as a site for a union depot ap- 
pears to have been made to kill the 
prospects of the Johnson property. The 
Fifth-street property would be very 
acceptable to the Southern Pacific, as 
it isc but a step from the Arcade De- 
pot, where the company has a large 
body of land and where any competing 
company would be badly cramped for 
want of room. With the Johnson 
property the proposal is for all roads 
to join near Central avenue and use 
a common track near Ninth street to 
the depot; or, if the Terminal! closes the 
deal alone, a line will probably cross 
the river near Hunter street and pro- 
ceed along the same course. 

While citizens generally can afford 
to look with complacency upon the 
movements on the chess board by the 
railroads, it would be a matter of con- 
gratulation to have some utility found 
for the immense foundation laid on the 
Johnson property for a hotel which has 
never materialized. There is probably 
no more substantial, and certainly no 
larger, piece of construction work in 
the city, millions of brick and hundreds 
of tons of steel have gone into the 
foundation. This expenditure must rep- 
resent a very large part of the price 
asked. for the property, and it will not 
be a total loss by any means if the 
property is turned into’a depot, for it 
is suitable for any structure that may 
be erected thereon. In any event, it 
has for years been an ugly reminder 
of blasted hopes of boom days, when 
people built their greatest structures 
in the air, and its utilization in any 
manner would be a relief to the eyes. 

From an entirely different source an- 
other series of facts and conjectures 
were obtained last evening. This series 
came from a man who ought to know 
something about Southern Pacific af- 
fairs, and who is generally accepted 
as a conservative authority. He says 
that the Southern Pacific really wants 
to gobble up the Johnson property for 
itself, but for an entriely different 
purpose than that for which the Ter- 
minal is thinking of buying it. In 
this case the object is to secure a new 
site for a power house for the street 
cars now operated and owned by the 
railroad. It is said that the present 
scheme is to buy new property near 
the center of the system, and reserve 
the present power house for one or 
two lines in the eastern part of the 
city, and that the Johnson property is 
considered splendidly adapted to that 
purpose. 

This same authority brings forth an. 
other story of sensational character, 
and which is about what the public 
has learned to expect of the Southern 
Pacific Company. It is to the effect 
that the new wholesale district recently 
outlined by P. M. Daniel, and of which 
Mr. Gray of San Diegw is said to be 
the main financial support, is to be 
dropped by the Southern Pacific Coin- 
pany, and Mr. Daniel avd his asso- 
ciates left in the,lurch with their proj- 
ect, the railroad setting up a scheme 
of its own instead. ~The objection to 
the Daniel project is said to he that 
it offers too great opportunities for 
en individuals to share the bene- 

s. 

In carrying out this project, it is 
said that the railroad is now endeavor- 
ing to secure control of the McDougall

HOOVER STREET IMPROVEMENT 


BLACKBURN AND GIRDLESTONE 
CONTEST DECIDED. 


Veteran Uradley Found Guilty of a 
Minor Jackson Sue* 
N. Deutsch on Three Notes, 
Curran Found Insane. 


Unless economy is practiced in the 
expenditure of the remaining portion 
of the money received from the issue 
of fire department bonds, there will 
not be sufficient to make the improve- 


ments necessary to place the depart- 
ment on the basis that was intended 
when the bonds were issued. Less than 


$45.000 remains of nearly $158,000, and 
out of that amount the lots and build- 
ings for the two large engine houses 
in the business section of the city will 
have to be paid for. 

The Board of Public Works and 
Board of Fire Commissioners held a 
joint meeting vesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of selecting the two re- 
maining engine-house sites. Action 
Was deferred until next Friday. It 
was decided to advertise for plans for 
the construction of the twelve new 


houses to be erected for the fire depart- 
ment. 


Mayor Eaton has exercised his veto 
power for the first time since he has 
been in office. He vetoed an ordinance 
relating to the abandonment of a street 
yesterday because of an error in the de- 
scription of the street. 

The oil ordinance passed by the 
Council at the last meeting over the 
obiections of the City Attorney, who 
considers it unconstitutional and void, 
Was signed by the Mayor yesterday 
and is now in force. 


It has been suggested to defer action 
in the selection of a Sixth Ward park 
site until the Supreme Court decides 
the case involving the title to the 
Kysor Park on Central avenue. If the 
decision is in favor of the city, a park 
may be had for nothing, and if against 
it any site. may then be purchased. 

The Board of Public Works has ree- 
ommended to the Council that the peti- 
tion of the horsemen of the city for 
permission to use new Mair street as 
a speedway, be denied, for the reason 
that the members are of the opinion 
that such permission cannot be legally 
granted. 

The jury in the Bradley trial yes- 
terday not being of one mind split 
the difference by dividing the charge 
against the defendant in two, and re- 
turning a verdict of “guilty of an as- 
sault with a deadly weapon,” instead 
of having tacked on “with intent to 
commit murder.”’ The difference in the 
maximum punishments for the two 
different offenses is the difference be- 
tween two and fourteen years in the 
State’s prison.

HOW THE FIRE BOND MONEY HAS 
BEEN USED. 


Two Engine-house Sites Yet to Be 
Selected—Petition for a Speed- 


way Denied—Mayor Eaton’s First 
Veto. 


‘The matter of the selection of the two 
engine-house sites which remain to be 
chosen by the city to complete the 
contemplated additions to be made to 
the fire deparfment as a result of the 
issue of the fire department bonds has 
not been settled, although it has been 
considered at several meetings of va- 
rious members of the City Council.

All of the members of 
boards, Mayor Eaton, President 
Siever and several other members of 
the Council were in attendance, and 
several attorneys interested in some of 
the bids which had been made were 
also present. The purpose of the last 
continuance had been in order to en- 
able Attorney Henry O'Melveny to 
overcome certain difficulties in the way 
of the selection of what is know as the 
Wilcox bid for property on Nigger alley 
near Aliso street... Mr. O’Melveny had 
thought he would be able to secure the 
consent of the owners of a narrow 
strip parallel to Los Angeles street to 
have it opened into the street. At the 
opening of the meeting Mr. O'Melveny 
said that he had made every effort to 
secure the consent of the interested 
property-owners to the change  pro- 
posed, but as some of them are out of 
the city he had been unable to do «so. 
He was not in position to ask for fur- 
ther time, he said, because he had 
promised at the last meeting to settle 
the matter yesterday. He thought, 
however, if he was given another week 

| tre would be able to do what he had 
| trlea to do. Commissioner Sinsahaugh 
mboyed that action'on the matter be de- 


ferred for another week, and the mo- 
tion, after some argument, was adopted. 

As the members desired to dispose of 
the selections. of both engine-house 
sites at the same.time, the considera- 
tion of the bid for property in the Hill- 
street district was deferred until next 
Friday afternoon, when another joint 
meeting will be held. 

Commissioner Kuhrts called attention 
to the necessity for economy in the ex- 
penditure of money out of the bond is- 
sue, as there was a possibility that the 
city might exceed the amount received 
from the sale of the bonds. He pre- 
»sented a detailed statement showing 
what the expenditures had been up to 
the present time, and estimating what 
some of the future expenses would be.

Commissioner Kuhrts said that with 
this balance of less than $45,000 it was 
intended to buy the lots and erect the 
buildings for the two most important 
companies in the city: One of these 
companies is to be stationed some- 
where on Hill street and the other 
in the Plaza district, although not 
necessarily near the Plaza. The lots, 
judging frorm the present bids, would 
cost something’ like $15,000 each, and 
the houses would cost $10,000 each, and 
unless there was a practice of econ- 
omy the amount of the bond issue 
would #not be sufficient to make the 
improvements necessary. He had no 
fault to find with the expenditures 
that had already been made, but he 
simply brought the figures to the at- 
tention of the members in order that 
they might see how much they had 
yét to spend and be governed accord- 
ingly. 

The question of plans for the engine 
houses was then taken up and was ar- 
gzued at length. Commissioner Herron 
finally moved that the clerk be di- 
rected to advertise for plans for the 
houses, the architects to furnish their 
estimates of cost of the sevesal build- 
ings and to be supplied with the max- 
imum figure provided for the building 
of each house, the understanding being 
that no payment should be made for 
any plan that was not accepted. This 
motion prevailed and the meeting ad- 
journed. 


OIL ORDINANCE SIGNED. 


Mayor Eaton Will Send a Message 
to the Council on the Subject. 
Mayor Eaton attached his official sig- 
nature vesterday to the ordinance 
adopted at the last meeting of the City 
Council intended to prevent the drilling 
of oil wells within 1600 feet of West- 
lake and Sunset parks, and the ordi- 
nance is now a law. The Mayor hes- 
itated some time before approving the 
ordinanceandit was at first his inten- 
tion to send it back to the Council with ° 
a message giving his views on the sub- 
ject and asking the Council to act ac- 
cordingly, but he finally decided to give 
the measure his approval, although 
there is some doubt as to its consti- 
tutionality. He will address a message 
to the Council on the subject, how- 
ever, at the next meeting of,that body, 
but what the message will contain will 

not be known until it isdelivered. 

The Mayor is heartily in favor of pro- 
tecting the parks, and only doubt as to 
whether this ordinance would achieve 


the result: desired caused him to hesi- 
tate about signing it. 


HIS FIRST VETO. 


Mayor Eaton Catches a Mistake in a 

Street-improvement Ordinance. 

Mayor Eaton for the first time since 
he has been in office used his preroga- 
tive of vetoing an ordinance passed by 
the City Council, yesterday afternoon, 
when he returned to the Council with- 
out his approval the ordinance order- 
ing that certain portions of Stanley 
avenue be vacated. The ordinance is 
accompanied brief message giv- 
ing his reasons for the veto. In look- 
ing over the ordinance the Mayor dis- 
covered that the limits within which 
the vacation of the street was to be 
ordered had been incorrectly stated. In 
the original draft of the ordinance it 
appeared that the street was to be 
vacated from a point to the Richard 
Villa tract. It was intended that the 
ordinance should read “Orchard Villa 
tract.” On account of this error, and 
in order to give the Council an oppor- 


tunity to rectify it, the ordinance was 
vetoed. 


AGAINST THE HORSEMEN. 
Their Request for a Speed-way not 
Considered Legal. 


The meeting of the Board of Public 
Works yesterday morning was _at- 
tended by.a number of horsemen, who 
were interested in the petition filed at 
the last meeting of the Council, asking 
that the owners of fast horses be per- 
mitted to speed them along New Main 
street south of Thirty-seventh. This 
petition had been signed by the officers 
of the Horse Show Association, and by 
a number of other well known citizens. 
What they wanted was permission to 
use New Main street as a place for 
friendly contests of speed, and for the 
practical training of fast horses. The 
street on which they desired this priv- 
ilege has been recently improved, and 
is one of the ‘best pieces of street in 
the city. The horsemen stated that 
there could be no objection on part of 
the property-owners to the granting of 
their request, as it would attract to 


that part of the city hundreds of peo- 
‘ple who. would never go there were it 


not for the speed trials. The members 
of the board did not take kindly to the 
proposition, and they. advanced an ar- 
gument that the horsemen could - not 
answer. It was that if granted the 
petition it would be practically allow- 
ing the ordinance intended to regulate 
the speed of horses through the streets 
to be violated, and they did not wish 
to take such action. The board there- 
fore recommended to the Council that 
the petition be denied. 


The proceedings for the paving of 
Second street between Alameda street 
and Santa Fé avenue are to be 
abandoned. 


The protests against that 
work from the property-owners repre- 
sent a majority of the property front- 
age on the part of the street the im- 
provement of which was contemplated. 
This protest was referred to the Board 
of Public Works at the last meeting 
of the Council, and it was shown to 
the members that those who signed it 
were authorized to do so. 

In the matter of the petition. for the 
complete improvement of King ‘street 
between Pico and Eleventh streets the 
City Engineer was directed to present 
an ordinance of intention for establish- 
ing the grade of that street, and’ there- 
after to present an ordinance for the 
improvement in accordance with the 
petition. 

The City Engineer ,was directed to 
present an ordinance’ of intention for 
the improvement of Eleventh street be- 
tween Jasmine and King streets as 
petitioned for by Mrs. P. B. Weare and 
others. 

It was recommended that the petition 
of Mary A. Briggs with reference to the 
proposed sidewalking of a portion of 
Broadway near Seventh street be 
placed on file and the proceedings for 
the work be abandoned. 

In the matter of the petition for the 
impmpvement of Albany street between 
Sixteenth and Pico streets, the board 
recommended that the petition be re- 
ferred to the City Engineer for an esti- 
mate of cost, and if the cost exceeds 
the amount required to justify the do- 
ing of.the work under the bond act, 
then to present an ordinance of inten- 
tion for the improvement. 

As a result of the inspection by the 
Board of Public Works of the con- 
dition of Grand avenue between Jef- 
ferson street and the line of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, that por- 
tion of the street is to be improved. 
The improvement was asked for by a 
number of pronerty-owners living south 
of the line of the proposed improve- 
ment, and the board will recommencd 
to the Council that the work be ordered 
at once. 

The petition for the improvement of 
that portion of Sixteenth street be- 
tween Figueroa end Georgia streets in 
such a manner as to provide for the 
storm water on the street, was ordered 
referred to the Street Superintendent, 
tagether with the City Engineer. for} 
the purpose of suggesting to the Coun- 
cil a remedy for the condition of that 
street. 

The following bids for street work 
were accented and the resolutions of 
award will be presented at the meet- 
ine of the Council Monday:

WOULD POSTPONE ACTION. 
President Silwer Expresses His Opin- 
ion on the Park Contest. 
The final ordinance of the accept- 
ance of what is known as the Boettcher 
tract as the site of the Sixth Ward park 
will be presented at the regular 
session of the City Council Monday, 
and there is every probability that it 
will be adopted, a majority of the mem- 
bers having signified their intention to'| 
vote for it. It will not be passed with- 
out a hearing, however, as the Coun- 
cil has promised those interested in the 
Kysor tract that they shall be heard 
again before the matter Is finally dis- 
posed of. Whether any of these prop- 
erty-owners will appear or not is not 
known, but there will be some discus- 
sion of the subject among the several 
members of the Council. 
President Silver has pointed out that 
there is now before the Supreme Court 
a case involving the title to the Kysor 
tract, and it is possible that the case 
may be decided in favor of the city. 
If such a decision is rendered after the 
Boettcher tract is purchased, the city 
will have two park sites in that ward 
which it will have to provide for in the 
annual apportionment of funds for the 
parks. Just when a decision will be 
rendered in the Kysor case is not 
known, but it is expected at any time. 
Mr. Silver favors the plan of postpon- 
ing action on both tracts until such a 
time as the case is decided, and then 
letting the Council be governed by that 
decision. 


ANNUAL REPORT FILED. 


Statement of the Highland Water 
Company to the City Couneil. 
The Highland Water Company has 
filed in the office of the City Clerk a 
detailed statement of the business it 
has transacted during the past year, 
the law requiring that such statements 
be made to the city by all water com- 
panies. The report covers a score of 
closely typewritten pages, the receipts 
and expenditures being given in detail. 
It shows that the receipts of the com- 
pany for 1898 were $5952.60, and the ex- 
penses, for construction, $789.16; general 
expenses, $1259.60; interest, $52.30, a to- 
tal of $7278.76. The report also shows 
the receipts and expenses for the time 
that the company has been in business. 
The expenditures were: For purchase 
of plant, $81,000; construction during 
1896, $3671.63; for 1897, $4000.81: for 1898, 
$789.16. The gross receipts in case were, 


for 1896, $4929.28; for 1897, $5476.25;

Sewer Work Ordered, 

At the regular meeting of the Sewer 
Committee of the City Council it was 
recommended that the petition of E. 
L. Ward and others asking that pro- 
ceedings for the construction of a sewer 
on Eighteenth street from Griffith ave- 
nue to San Pedro street, and other ad- 


| jacent streets be postponed, be filed. 


The City Clerk was instructed to pre- 
sent the final ordinance ordering the 
work of constructing the sewer. As to 
this improvement the property-owners 
desired more time in which to make 
preparations to pay their assessments, 
but the committee decided that there 
was such a sanitary necessity for the 
sewer that it should be constructed at 
once. 

It was also recommended that the 
City Engineer be directed to present 
an ordinance of intention for the sewer- 
ing of Eighteenth street west from 
Hoover as far as practicable in order 
to make connections with the existing 
sewers on the lateral streets on both 
sides of Eighteenth street. 

The. bid of B: Lorenzi to sewer Twen- 
tieth street from Maple avenue to a 
point 400 feet east of Maple avenue, at 
64 cents per foot for sewer complete, 
was accepted, anffit was recommended 
that the necessary resolution of award 
be adopted. 


New City Contracts, 
The Supply Comnittee of the City 
Council held a short meeting yesterday

Most of them were 
approved, -aS they provided only for 
the purchase of such articles as are 
greatly needed in the various cepart- 
ments. The requisitions for th? repairs 
asked. for in some of the offices in 
the City Hall were’held up, the commit- 
tee being of the opinion that it would 
be better for the Coypncil to order the 
work direct, instead of having it done 
by requisition.

THE BRADLEY VERDICT. 


THE JURORS WRESTLE WITH THE 
DIFFICULTY FOR AN HOUR. 


They Determine That He Was Guilty 
of a Minor Offense, and Further- 
more Bespeak the Clemency of 
the Court, 


A jury of his peers in the exercise 
of the right accorded them by law, after 
cogitating over the matter for an hour 
and a quarter, yesterday returned a 
verdict wherein they found that Vet- 
eran Bradley, in firing five bullets into 
the body of Gov. Smith, at Soldiers’ 
Home, was guilty merely of an assault 
with a deadly weapon. They tacked 
on to their verdict also a recommenda- 
tion to “the extreme clemency of the 
court.” 

Albert Bradley was tried on the 
charge of assault with a deadly weapon 
with intent to commit murder. The 
facts in the case set forth by the prose- 
cution were much the same as hereto- 
fore published, C. H. Mattingly, Esq., 
who acted as counsel for the defendant, 
did not make any attempt to con- 
trovert the facts, but rested his de- 
fense upon two points—one of fact and 
the other of law. This, of course, not 
taking into account the technical ob- 


ing $5 or $10, and so he determined to 
either buy these notes outright or not 
accept them at all. About that time, 
the defendant alleged, it was highly 
essential that Mrs. Jackson should have 
money-4n order to assist her son in a 
business difficulty, and at the time she 
made no opposition to his offer to buy 
outright. 

The jury, however, did not appre- 
ciate the representations of the de- 
fendant, and returned a verdict to the 
effect that the notes had been deposited 
as collateral security and that the 
plaintiff had paid $185. 


A BALANCE OWING, 


Final Settlement of a Machinery 
Company’s Affairs. 
Charles B. Boothe has begun suit 


against George E. Nolan to wind up the 
affairs of a partnership. On April 2, 
1894, both plaintiff and defendant en- 
tered into a copartnership under the 


firm name of “The Machinery Supply 


Company,” which continued until 
sent the partnership was dissolved. It 
was then agreed that the plaintiff 
should take over the stock and collect 
outstanding debts. 

At the time that the partnership was 
formed Boothe alleges that he put in 
$22,507.38, and the def@éndant nothing. It 
was understood that the plaintiff should 
receive 8 per cent. interest on his 
money, and after that the parties were 
to share and share alike. It is averred 
that the profits of the partnership were 
$10,122.35, and that the plaintiff drew 
out $26,473.09 and the defendant 
$6156.64. The plaintiff states that there 
now remains one piece of real estate 
unsold and of no value, and a number 
of accounts aggregating $773.27, which 
are uncollectable. In order to have the 
partnership matters finally closed, 
Boothe avers that he is willing to 
transfer these to the defendant. There 
is alleged to be due and owing to 
Boothe, however, in final settlement an 
amount of $1095.46, and in coming into 
court he asks that an account be taken 


and judgment given him for the amount 
with costs. 


THEY TRADED PROPERTIES, 


Plaintif® Misunderstood the Peculi- 
arities of a Trust Deed. 

The suit of Blackburn against Gir- 
dlestone et al. came to an end yesterday 
in Judge York’s department. 

Mr. and Mrs. Blackburn exchanged an 
outside piece of property for a house 
and lot in Los Angeles, and when the 
deal with the real estate man was com- 
pleted the Blackburns were bound by a 
trust deed for certain unpaid balance. 
In time they tired of their bargain, 
and in bringing suit allege that the 
house had not cost what had been 
represented and that they had been in- 
duced to sign the trust deed on the 
supposition that it was merely a mort- 
gage. 

In giving judgment in favor of Gir- 
dlestone, the court said that the plain- 
tiff had put in no testimony as to the 
representation except by Mr Black- 
burn himself, and he was somewhat 
vague. In regard to the tpust deed, 
so many parties remembered the trans- 
action, notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr. Blackburn swore positively that 
he never heard about a trust deed and

By the verdict returned the jury re- 
pudiated belief in Bradley’s insanity, 
and vet without that plea there was 
practically no defense. The sentence 
for the crime alleged would be fourteen 
years in the State’s prison. The maxi- 


mum sentence for assault with a 
deadly weapon is two years in the 
County Jail or the State’s prison, at 


the option of the court, or a fine of 
$5000, or both. The latter is practi- 
cally a surplusage in the statute, al- 
though in cases where provocation 
caused the assault, a small fine is some- 
times inflicted. To all intents and pur- 
poses the maximum sentence is two 
years in jail or State’s prison, a less 
punishment than is dealt out usually 
to a petty larcenist having a.prior con- 
viction against him, and not a tithe 
of the sentence that a burglar sent up 
for a first offense has to serve. 


A NOTE TRANSACTION, 


A Plaintiff Who Floated a Good 
Deal of Paper. 

A somewhat complicated suit was on 
trial before Judge Allen and a jury 
yesterday. Mrs. 
who was plaintiff in the acton, averred 
that in March, 1898, she deposited three 
promissory notes made by one L. C. 
Desanet for $650, $650 and $600, respect- 
ively, with N. Deutsch, the defendant, 
as collateral security for advances that 
might thereafter be made. From the 
date named until July 1, 1898, Mrs. 
Jackson said that she had received ad- 
vances of money aggregating $800, and 
after that had repaid $200 of the loan. 

In September of last year the plain- 
tiff desired to redeem the notes put 
up as collateral security, and tendered 
$670 to Deutsch in liquidation of the 
balance she owed on account of money 
advanced. But the defendant refused 
to surrender, and came into court yes- 
terday claiming that he had bought 
‘the notes outright in connection with 
other transactions. 

It appeared that Mrs. Jackson had re- 
ceived money or notes from her father 
who lives at Dallas, Tex., and the de- 
fendant testified that in all no less than 
twenty notes had been negotiated be- 
tween them. The three notes in dis- 
pute he bought because in previously 
accepting notes as collateral, Mrs. 
Jackson made a habit of running into

HOOVER-STREET OPENING. 


The Pliaintiff’s Knocked Out by the 
City Attorney. 

Judge Allen yesterday determined 
the suit of M. S. Croswell and Joseph 
Lougheed against the City Council et 
al. in the matter of the opening and 
widening of Hoover street, on demurrer 
in favor of the defendants. 

The complaint alleges that certain of

THE ESCAPED LUNATIC. George 
T. Curran, the escaped lunatic who 
stabbed C. N. Earl, was brought before 
a jury in Department One yesterday 
on tue insanity charge. Le Compte 
Davis, Esq., appeared for the defendant 
and produced the order of commitment 
of Curran to the insane asylum at 
Athens, O., in December, 1896, and also 
read a letter and an affidavit from Dr. 
Cook, the director of that asylum, tell- 
ing of Curran’s dangerous character 
and of his escape. Chief of Police 
Glass, Harry Johnson, secretary to the 
Chief; Detective P. Flammer, and the 
jail officials told of the peculiar hal- 
lucinations under which Curran has 
labored, and of his violence on Tues- 
day night and Wednesday morning. Dr. 
Barber, of the County Hospital, stated 
that since passing under his care, about 
Wednesday at noon, Curran had been 
very quiet. It appeared that Curran 
charged Dr. Cook of the Athens asy- 
lum with stealing his mentality and 
heaping it upon Mr. Earl, who he knew 
was dogging him about. He had felt 
an impulse to kill him for that and had 
made the attempt. The defendant was 
educated for the priesthood and while 
able to talk rationally upon many sub- 
jects, becomes frenzied when discussing 
Masonry. The jury at once returned a 
verdict of insanity, .and Judge Smith 
committed the defendant to the High- 
land asylum until such time as his 
mental equilibrium is restored, and 
that then he be remanded to the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff of this county.

The Postoffiice Department Orderg 
Changes of Design. 
Changes in the design and color of 


the daily bulletin of the postoffice de« 
partment, which was received at tha 
Los Angeles office yesterday. The rule 
by which the changes were made went 
into effect on the first of the month- 
The stamp on il-cent stamped  en-« 
velopes will be green, the 2-cent 
stamped envelope will bear a 
stamp, and the 5-cent denomination 
will be engrossed in dark blue. These 
colors correspond to those of 
same denominations of the current 
series of ordinary adhesive stamps. 

Stamps on the 4-cent stamped en<« 
velope will be changed from’ velvet 
brown to a reddish brown, or copper 
ced. New dies are used in the making 
of all these envelopes, the heads on 
them being those of Franklin, Wash-« 
ington, Lincoln and Grant, respectively. 
The new stamps will be smaller, but 
similar in design to the old ones.

AT FORT WORTH. 


Officers Re-clected and Business 
Rounded Up Yesterday—Resola- 
tions Adopted Asking That 
American Cattle We Given the 
Preference in Cuban Trade.

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

DENVER (Colo.,) Jan. 27.—The Na- 
tional Live Stock Convention finished 
its business and adjourned today. The 
last session occupied only the fore- 
noon, the afternoon ‘being devoted to 
an inspection. of the range and .thor- 
oughbred stock exhibit at the stock 
yards. 

The Executive Commi‘tee, which was 
chosen yesterday for the ensuing year, 
announced the re#@lection of the follow- 
ing officers: President. John W. 
Springer of Denve.; vic+-president, J. 
M. Holt of Montana; secr: ary, Charles 
F. Martin of Denver; treasurer, George 
L. Goulding of Denver. The office of 
recording secretary has been abolished. 

The following gentleme*1 were named 
to act with the president and secre- 
tary as a board of cortrol: Peter Jan- 
sen of Nebraska, D. N. Stickney of 
Wyoming and G. F. Patrick of Colo- 
rado. The convention accepted the elec- 
tions unanimously. 

lt was announced that the Denver 
Daily Stockman had been designated 
the official organ of the National Live 
Stock Association. This action was 
ratified by the convention, 

Resolutions were adopted as follows: 

Indorsing the work of the Agricul- 
. tural Department in the grass and for- 
age investigation and urging that $10,- 
000 be appropriated by the government 
to carry on the work: instructing 
President Springer to ask President Mc- 
Kinley to issue an execution order giv- 
ing the cattle of the United States 
preference in the Cuban trade, as a 
benefit no less to the Cubans than to 
Americans, and te urge Congress to 
take similar action when laws are 
made for the government of Cuba. 

When the matter of the location of 
the convention of 1900 was taken up, 
Col. John Donovan extended an invita- 
tion from St. Joseph, Mo. M. B. Robert- 
son of Texds, on behalf of Fort Worth, 
invited the association to hold its next 
convention at the greatest cattle-grow- 
ing center of the Union. A telegram 
from Gov. Sayers of Texas was read 
urging the association to come to his 
State next year. 

Invitations were read from the com- 
mercial bodies of San Antonio and Dal- 
las, Tex. Seconds for Forth Worth 
came from Colorado, Nebraska, Illinois 
and other States. St. Joseph was with- 
drawn and Fort Worth was unani- 
mously chosen. 

President Springer then announced 
the committee to confer with the Gover- 
nors of Utah, Wyoming and Colorado 
on the question of cattle thieves as 
follows: Seavey of Utah, Rader of 
Wyoming and Harris of Colorado. 

The convention then finally ad- 
journed. 

The delegates were entertained dur- 
ing the afternoon at the stock yards, 


where an elaborate luncheon was 
served.

Dr. Lyman Abbott Addresses Colam- 
bin Post-graduate Clubs. 
{[A. P. KZARLY MORNING REPORT.1 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Dr. Lyman 
Abbott addressed a joint meeting of 
the Post-Graduate Club of Columbia 
and the Women’s Post-Graduate Club 
of Columbia in Barnard College Hall 
last night. Dr. Abbott expressed the 
opinion that the United States should 
exercise a protectorate over its newly- 
acquired territory until the people have 
been educated to a condition where they 
are able to govern themselves. 

“The goiden rule is a good one. I be- 
lieve that it apovlies to nations as it 
does to individuals. Suppose we were 
io leave these countries to themselves, 
now that we have shaken their former 
government to the roots. I think we 
can supply a better government for 
them. I think we might send Quay to 
Cuba and.~Croker to the Philippines 
and improve their government and per- 
haps we would thereby improve our 
own. [Applause.] It is foolish for any 
government to act upon its traditions. 
It is almost incredible that any intelli- 
gent person should think that a min- 
ister should think as ministers thought 
in the sixteenth century. It is incredi- 
ble to think that any such person 
would expect any politician to think as 
politicians thought in the eighteenth 
century. Life is a condition of intel- 
lectual growth. We ought to apply new 
thoughts to new conditions.”

Suddenly Disappenred Leaving 
Household Effects and Clothing.

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—A special to the 
Record from Sioux City, Iowa, 
that the police there are looking for 
Rudolph kKurtzreiter, a prosperous 
tailor, and his bride of three weeks.

TEN THOUSAND HORSES. 


Big Consignment to Be Sent to Eng- 
land from Illinois.

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—The Record says 
Chicago will supply Europe with 10,000 
coach and bus horses. They are to 
come from different parts of Illinois 
and Iowa and will be shipped at the 
rate of 200 head a week. The first 
consignment will leave today for Lon- 
don and Liverpool. 

A few years ago a Chicago dealer sent 
over a shipload of horses and offered 
them on the English markets. At first 
he could not induce the auctioneer to 
allow them to be brought into the pa- 
vilion where the sales were to take 
place.

One Succumbs to Heart Disease, the 
Other to Apoplexy.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Emil Reuter, 
@ wholesale flour dealer of Brooklyn, 
and his wife, Ida, died last night. They 
had attended a theater and were on 
the way home when Mrs. Reuter fell 
to the sidewalk. She was carried into 
the house in front of which she had 
fallen and doctors were called, but Mrs. 
Reuter was dead when they arrived. 
Reuter left to tell a friend of hi® wife’s 
death, and was entering the house in 
which her body lay when he was sud- 
denly stricken down. The same doctors 
who had been summoned for Mrs. Reu- 
ter were called in, but again they were 
too late, for Reuter was dead. Mrs.

War Tax Law Decision. 


MEXICO (Mo.,) Jan. 27.—Judge 
M. Hudghes of the Audrain County Cir- 
cuit Court has decided a test case in 
reference to the war tax law, declaring 
it was either not the intention of Con- 
gress to require a stamp upon certifi- 
cates of judicial character, or if it was 
so intended by the revenue act, then it 
was unconstitutional. He held that the 
States did not delegate to the Federal 
government the power of taxation over 
its officers of courts or any other ma- 
chinery necessary for the support and 
maintenance of the local State govern- 
ment.

Henry, widow of Lieut.-Col. Henry, 
who committed suicide in prison here” 
after confessing to having forged one 
of the documents in the Dreyfus case, 
against M. Joseph Reinach, a member 
of the Chamber of Deputies and editor 
of the Republique Francaise, for li- 
belling the deceased in declaring him a 
traitor, opened in the Assize Court to- 
day. Mme. Henry was present. 

There was great animation in the 
lobbies of the Palace of Justice, but the 
neighborhood of the palace was quiet 
until 2 o’clock, when a mob, headed by 
a cripple known as “Libertad” and a 
band of anti-Semites, led by-M. Guerin, 
president of the anti-Semite League, 
entered the Place Dauphine, at. the 
back of the Palace of Justice, and be- 
gan shouting. The police cleared the 
square and placed a cordon around it. 
The crowd cheered for the army and 
shouted “Death to the Jews.” 

M. Labore, counsel for M. Reinach, 
asked the court to postpone the trial 
until the Dreyfus inquiry was termi- 
nated. He declared the suit was mepely 
the work of a political party reduced to 
the last extremities, and that it was 
merely a desperate attempt to influence 
the verdict of the Court of Cassatidn in 
its revision of the Dreyfus trial. The 
court rejected M. Labore’s -motion, 
whereupon he lodged an appeal to the 
Court of Cassation. Suhsequently the 
court decided to adojurn proceedings 
until the Court of Cassation passed

quash the indictment against Mrs. 
Anna George for murder in_ the 
first degree in killing George D. Sax- 
ton was filed today. It is purely techni- 
cal, contending that the grand jury 
Was not a proper and lawful one, and 
was not composed of fifteen electors of 
the county, as the law provides.

RECORDER KLAMROTH., 


A Sick Old Man and Worn Wife on 
the Rack—Case Against John H. 
Barker Dismissed — Fire in a 
Light Shaft—New Ammunition 
for the Terminal Fight. 


PASADENA, Jan. 27.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Everybody present was im- 
pressed with the pathos of the case this aft- 
ernoon, when poor old John A. Barker, who 
had to be supported on his chair by cushions, 
was kept on the gridiron before Judge Klam- 
roth for four hours, to answer to the ccm- 
plaint of his wife that he had threatened to 
kill her» The trial developed a tale of dcemes- 
tle misery that was almost nauseating. It 
Was an instance of a married like dragged 
along on *0 miserable a plane and with so 
Many revolting circumstances that the court 
shut down on the story as unnecessary to 
prove whether the respondent should be 
placed under peace bonds or not. 

Attorney Hahn, for tie prosecution, 
claimed that Barker's wife feared for her life 
and would continue to do so while he was 
allowed to hang around; while Judge Ros- 
siter, counsel for the defense, called atten- 
tion to the debilitated condition of his client 
and declared that if locked up in a chicken- 
house with a bantam rooster he would not 
be strong enough to defend his eyes. Mrs. 
Barker and her aunt, Mrs. Ralston, testified 
that Barker had applied tne vilest epithets 
to his wife, chased her around the Arroyo 
with a gun, and on divers occasions swore he 
would take her life. She lived in constant 
terror, while obliged to attend to his wants 
and to nurse him, his wife said. 

‘The testimony of the defendant, who was 
80 weak that he had to partly recline, was 
Somewhat remarkable for its sad humor and 
its language. Barker, though reduced to 
penury and a charge of the county, is an in- 
ventor and student, with a more than ordi- 
nary mind. 

He said that he sometimes had to call his 
wife downstairs in the night to wait upon 
him; that on one occasion, when he thumped 
with his cane to summon her, she tore into 
the room in a rage, exclaimed: ‘You bald- 
headed old son-of-a-gun, what did you wake 
me up for?’’ and thumped him with a stick of 
stove wood, as he lay on his bed. On another 
day she dragged him into the house by the 
scruff of the neck, according to his story. All 
the testimony made it very plain that it was 
exceedingly distasteful to Mrs. Barker to be 
obliged to wait upon her spouse. The re- 
Spondent thought Mrs. Barker and Mrs. 
Ralston must have been mistaken in their 
assertions that he had recently sworn at his 
wife, as he left off swearing three years ago 
last August and hadn’t said as much as 
“damn’’ since—although he called attention to 
the fact that the Supreme Court had de- 
cided that “damn’’ was not swearing. 

It was no occasion for levity, but the court 
could not chase away a smile at one of Bar- 
ker’s rejoinders to Attorney Hahn's cross- 
questions. ‘‘How it happen that your 
wife is sustained in her testmony. so com- 
pletely by Mrs. Ralston, if she is not telling 
the trut ?” asked the attorney. ‘They seem 
‘to have come together,’’ said Barker. “They 
have always quarreled like cats, but you 
remember that Herod and Pontius Pilate made 
up just before the Crucifixion.’’ 

Attorney Hahn claimed he could show that 
Barker had told a string of falsehoods, if he 
had time; but he confessed he didn’t iike to 
prosecute so sick a man. The object of these 
proceedings, he said, was to get Barker away 
where he would not annoy his wife. He sug- 
gested, after a conference with Judge Ros- 
siter, that if Barker’s counsel would stipu- 
late for him that he would clear out, he 
would move to dismiss the case. Barker's 
counsel admitted that it vould be a good 
— for these twain not to try to cleave 

ogether any longer. He was willing to con- 
cede that his client had made a mistake in 
calling his wife from her slumbers to min- 
ister unto him when she was disposed, as he 
said, to do it with a club. Both attorneys 
and the court were glad to arrange the 
sorry affair by letting the respondent go 

to go anywhere but home. 

Charity will have to take charge of Bar- 
ker, who has been steadily going down hill 
since that unfortunate day when he shot his 
wife’s admirer in the Arroyo. He has a son 
by a former wife, almost old enough to come 
to his rescue. The present Mrs. Barker is 
younger than he, but is much worn by toil 
and poverty.

SANTA MONICA. 


Outline of Improvement Clob’s Plan 
of Campaign. 

SANTA MONICA; Jan. 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}| The Santa Monica Improvement 
Club, which is to have a meeting Monday 
evening for the purpose of perfecting its or- 
ganization, has an elaborate plan mapped 
out for the coming season's campaign. One 
of the lines along Which it is proposed to 
woik is the improvement of the present 
system of shade trees for the streets. Trees 
of widely different varieties have been set 
along the sides of the thoroughfares in 
front of the finest residences. As a result, 
there is a lack of uniformity, which it is 
proposed to abate. On some of the streets 
the coarsest and commonest varieties of 
eucalyptus havo grown up, and, although 
they are much better than no trees at all, 
it is intended to supplant them with euca- 
lyptus of more suitable varieties, or with 
some other kind of tree altogether. It has 
been suggested that one residence street be 
set altogether to palms, another to a suit- 
able conifer, and that other streets be set 
out. each with a separate variety. On one 
street, for instance, where palms have been 
set out et no small expense to property- 
owners, the owners have expressed a will- 


-ingness to remove the palms to some other 


oe and put another kind of trees in their 
places. 

Another thing which is to be urged is the 
improvement of the vacant lots. It is in- 
tended to have a systematic canvass of the 
unoccupied places on which unsightly arti- 
cles are allowed to collect. As far as pos- 
sible, the attention of owners is to be 
called to the need of cleaning up. Another 
question whicn the club is to take up is 
that of having a building or tent big enough 
to accommodate any of the large public 
gatherings that may be induced to come to 
Santa Monica in summer. It is expected 
that the club will act in an advisory way 
with the City Trustees in the matter of re- 
vising the present system of saloon licenses, 
so as to remove certain objectionable feat- 
ures that have prevailed here in past seasons.

Horticultural Club on Fertilization. 
Navel Oranges on Seedling Trees. 
HIGHLAND, Jan. 27.—[{Regular Corre- 

spondent.] Tomorrow (Saturday) evening, at 

the Congregational Church, the Horticul- 
tural Club will discuss ‘‘Fertilization.’’ Anal- 
yses of some Highland soils, made at the 

State University, wili be presented, together 

with a paper by Dr. Hilgard on the fertilizers 

suited to their needs. All are invited. 

It is stated by scientific men that a navel 
orange tree can produce nothing but navel 
oranges, the blossoms being so constituted 
that pollen from other varieties cannot af- 
fect them. On the other hand it is evident 
that pollen from navel trees does affect the 
blossoms of seedling trees. On the prop- 
erty of L. F. Cram at East Highlands re- 
cently there have been picked, from seed- 
ling trees, a number of perfectly developed 
navel oranges. Some were entirely seedless 
and none contained as many seeds as the 
seedlings proper. It has been suggested that 
trees grown from these seeds might produce 
new varieties with valuable characteristics. 

W. 8S. Corwin of Highland has perfected a 
lemon grader. Heretofore the assorting of 
lemons (as to size) has been done by hand, 
their elongated shape making it impossible 
to do it with the orange grader. In Mr. 
Corwin’s machine the lemons roll on two 
round cords traveling away from the hopper 
apparently parallel, but in reality gradually 
diverging from each other. 

If the lemon happens to find lodgment on 
these cords so that its longest diameter is 
parallel with them, it is carried along until 
it reaches a point where the cords are far 
enough apart to let it fall between them into 
its proper bin. If, however, it lands cross- 
wise on the cords, it would, ordinarily, be 
carried and dumped with the overgrown 
lemons at the far end of the grader. To pre- 
vent this, soft rubber projections are ar- 
ranged at intervals along the cords, and just 
outside of them, in such manner that if a 
lemon is traveling crosswise one end of it 
is certain to strike a projection and be turned 
round to its proper position.

NEW ENTERPRISES FOLLOW THE 
FIRST STEAMSHIP LINE. 


Rolling Mill, Glass Factory and Im- 
porting House Talked 
of False Imprisonment—Serious 
Family Scrap—Banquet to Ad- 
miral Kautz at Coronado. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 27.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] The Chamber of Commerce Committee 
on New Enterprises has in consideration a 
number of propostions from non-residents, 
locking for the establishment here of several 
important enterprises. In addition to this, 
foreign firms «are preparing to establish 
branches here, in consequence of the open- 
ing of communication with the Orient. Amorg 
these is one of the largest shipping firms 
of San Francisco, a member of the firm 
being now here to secure offices and a 
warehouse. This firm received considerable 
freight on the first steamer of the new line. 

One of the largest candy manufacturers 
of Los Angeles has wired down to a friend 
here to secure him a storeroom, in which to 
open a branch house. 

S. M. Shafer of Muncie, Ind., has written 
the Chamber of Commerce relative to the 
building of a glass factory here, to be oper- 
ated by the workmen themselves on the co- 
operative plan. These men are the highest 
class of skilled labor, with money in the 
bank. Their plant, they figure, will cost 
from $40,000 to $50,000, at first, and will em- 
ploy forty or fifty men. Window-glass only 
will be attempted at first, should the factory 
be built here. Mr. Shafer was here a year 
ago, and was much pleased with the out- 
look for business, but felt that there should 
be communication with the Orient in order 
to secure a greater market than is afforded 
in California alone. Now that communica- 
tion is a fact, he purposes to go ahead with 
his plans. Mr. Vandegrift, a friend of the 
glacs-makers, will meet with the Chamber 
of Commerce tonight to talk over the plans. 
He says the glass-makers are anxious to 
break away from the glass trust in the 
East, and can do so if they meet with fair 
encouragement here. 

Another important proposition has been 
made by Frank E. Williams of New Haven, 
Ct., who wants to build a rolling-mill here, 
for the manufacture of bolts, nuts, and 
cther small iron products, with a view to ex- 
tending the plant as bwuainess develops. 
He asks for all particulars, and also in- 
quires if the peopie here will subscribe for 
stock. The fuel question, he declares, the 
most important, and he would like to know 
how cheaply oil and coal can be procured 
here. The establishment of this and similar 
enterprises would create a“big demand for 
Los Angeles oil, unless coal can be laid 
down here cheaper than is possible at pres- 


ent. 
FOR FALSE IMPRISONMENT. 

The case of Carlton W. Miller vs. E. A. 
Fano and Harry J. Place, for $5000 damages 
for alleged false imprisonment, is on trial 
in the Superior Court. Miller was on the 
stand, and told the story of the blunder 
made by the defendants. man named 
Frank L. Kuhn was wanted at Los Angeles 
for embezzlement. He had taken a railroad 
ticket and sold it to E. A. Fano, a pawn- 
broker here, and was then being hunted as 
an embezzler. Place is the constable who 
had orders from Los Angeles to find Kuhn. 

When Miller passed by Fano’s place, Fano 
pointed him out as Kuhn, and Place ar- 
resfod him. Miller protested in vain that 
he was not the man wanted.

T. Taylor, a friend of Miller, testified 
that he fold the officer and Fano that they 
had the wrong man, and warned them to 
let him go. : 

The defense moved for a non-suit as to 
Fano, which the court denied. . 


BITTER FAMILY SCRAP.

PICO HANGED HIMSELF. 


HORSE-THIEF ATTEMPTED SUICIDE 
IN THE CITY JAIL. 


Cut Dewn by Jailer Moore Hefore 
Life Was Extinet—Culprit is a 
Nephew of the Last of the Mext- 
can Governors. 


Hore-thief Albert Pico does not rel- 
ish the prospect of going to State's 
prison for the fourth time in his life. 
He was out of the penitentiary only 
six months before he found himself 
in jail again with enough felony 
charges egainst him to send him ‘up 
for the balance of his life. It was thig 
gloomy outlook, no doubt, that ini- 
pelled Pico to attempt suicide in his 
eell in the City Jail yesterday evening. 

Pico hanged himself to the door of 
his cell with a handkerchief about 7:40 
o'clock. Acting Jailor W. B. Modore 
discovered his design just in time to 
cut him doOwn and save his life. Pico 


was pretty far gone, but when he was) 


laid on the floor and the handkerchief 
removed from his neck he soon revived. 
Jailor Moore, nevertheless, rushed 
down into the jail office and requested 
Clerk Hensley to telephone for a doc- 
tor. Police Surgeon Hagan responded 
promptly, but by the time he reached 
the station there was no need of his 
services. 

The would- be suicide is a nephew of 
the. late Pio Pico, the last Mexican 
Governor of California. He is an ex- 
pert equestrian, and his fondness for 
horses is such that he cannot resist 
appropriating to his own use any horse 
that he may see out of the immediate 
care of its owner. 

Prior to starting on his horse-steal- 
ing career, Pico was fairly well otf, 
There are scores of people in Los An- 
geles who remember how about. a 
dozen years ago he used to ride a 
spirited horse topped with a magnifi- 
cent Mexican saddle. This saddle was 
a work of art. The pommel was fash- 
ior.ed after the head of an eagle -vith 
ruby eyes, surrounded by diamonds. 
The late Prudent Beaudry, while 
Mayor of the city, took a fancy to 
this saddle, and bought it from Pico. 
After parting with his saddle, Pico 
soon started-on his downward career. 
In 1891 he stole a horse and buggy from 
Police Justice Austin, and was sent up 
three years for it. He served two 
terms for horse-stealing, besides this 
one. His last term expired July 11, 
1898. He immediately returned to Los 
Angeles and resumed his occupation 
of horse-stealing. His operations grew 
so bold that he was caught at last, and 
is now awaiting. trial on three charges 
of embezzlement and one of grand 
larceny. The detectives also say they 
have a burglary case against him, but 
they will not press it. 

When Pico was arraigned before Jus- 
tice Austin on a horse-stealine charge 
a few days ago, the Justice did not at 
first recognize in the prisoner the 
man who eight vears ago — stole the 
court’s rig. The court's decision in 
holding the defendant to answer was 
not influenced by his former ancquaint- 
ance with the culprit.
